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Percy Backs 
Nixon Fund 
Sharing Plan 


Illinois Republican Sen. Charles Percy 


Saturday spoke in support of President 
Nixon's federal revenue sharing pro- 
gram. 


"An alliance for partnership" with 


mayors, governors, and citizens, he 
called it. 


Revenue sharing is a proposal in which 


the federal government would share its 
monies with state and local govern- 
ments. 


He said the federal government should 


do the "one thing" it does efficiently — 
collect taxes — and redistribute the 
monies to state and local governments. 


"W« have 50 laboratories in 50 states," 


he said. "Let them try different things." 


"Give us the power to have the money 


back and let's make the decisions right 
here as to what's best for us," he said. 


Percy spoke at the dedication of the 


Elk Grove Village Municipal Complex 
where he congratulated the suburb's 
president, Jack Pahl, chairman of the Il- 
linois Municipal League's revenue shar- 
ing committee, for spearheading 
the 


president's program in the state. 


Percy said local governments have the 


manpower, ideas, and are closer to the 
people but that they have no funds be- 
cause the federal government has the in- 
come tax which takes money away from 
them 


"They (local governments) are left 


with the property tax and sales tax," he 
said, 


"We ought to take off the sales tax on 


food and drugs," he asserted, adding 
that property taxes have reached the 
limit. 


Sales and property taxes "increase 5 


per cent in gross revenue but local ser- 
vice needs increase 15 to 20 per cent ev- 
ery year," he said. 


He said the federal government should 


rebate to cities and states the monies it 
collects from income taxes. 


Percy said $16 billion has been prom- 


ised In the first year of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because the president has 
faith in local government. However, rev- 
enue sharing has not been approved by 
Congress. 


"Let's have faith in local govern- 


ment," he said. "Let's have faith we 
don't have to do everything on a national 
basis." 


Percy said revenue sharing is one of 


two reforms the Nixon administration 
plans in its reorganization of the federal 
government. The other is to consolidate 
federal departments, reducing them to 
four: community development, human 
resources, natural resources, and eco- 
nomic activity. 


"We can save $5 billion in costs by 


those changes alone." he said, adding 
that the President has asked him to be 
the principal sponsor of the reorganiza- 
tion legislation. 


Percy indicated that both the reorgani- 


zation of departments and revenue shar- 
ing would eliminate much of the bureau- 
cratic delays that confront state and lo- 
cal governments in seeking help from the 
federal government." 


"We load our people down with forms 


to fill out and we procrastinate and de- 
lay." he said of the federal government. 
"By the time a dollar goes from here to 
Washington and comes back you're lucky 
If you get a couple of pennies back. The 
layer of overhead has eaten it all up."

More than 600 persons observed the

Most of them were seated in neatly 


aligned metal folding chairs set up in the 
parking lot at 901 Wellington Ave. where 
Sen. Charles Percy was the principal 
speaker. 


It was a beautiful but slightly chilly 


day. A wind out of the east made it even 
chillier for the dignitaries sitting in the 
shadows of a mobile bandshell borrowed 
from the Elmhurst Park District. 


"I would have liked a hot cup of coffee 


out there," said Percy once inside the 
building following a brief speech on reve- 
nue sharing. 


The senator also spoke highly of Elk 


Grove Village and what he said was a 
"harmonious relationship" between a 
community and its industry which "pays 
the taxes that support finer schools and 
finer services." 


"The industrial growth of Elk Grove 


Village exceeds that of any community I 
know in the United States," he said, ad- 
ding that the population has increased 
from 6,600 in 1960 to almost 2,5,000 in 
1971. 


Though Percy was the most prominent 


guest, the most surprised was Eleanor 
Turner, former village clerk, who was 
hnored with a 10-year recognition pin for 
her service to the community. She now 
lives in Richmond, Va. 


"This day deserved this weather," she 


said, glancing at the blue sky. 


Jack Pahl, the village's third presi- 


dent, emceed the affair on this historic 
occasion in the 14-year-old community. 
His predecessors, Charles (Chick) Hod- 
Imair and James Gibson, sat nearby. 


The Elk Grove High School jazz band,

Election In 
Village Lacks 
Vital Issues 


Some people are calling it the issue- 


less campaign. 


Charles Zettek, long-time observer of 


elections in the area, couldn't agree 
more. 


"It's 
the quietest campaign we've 


had," said Zettek, "It isn't as heated as 
some of them we used to have." 


Zettek is a 10-year member of the Elk 


Grove Village board of Trustees and is 
the only trustee not up for election to- 
morrow. He has lived in the village since 
December, 1957, when there were some 
150-200 families living in the "old" area 
north of Oakton Road. 


"I'm impressed with the candidates." 


he said, later admitting the lack of inter- 
est by residents disturbed him. 


"I IMAGINE IT'S disheartening for 


the candidates, too" he said, after sitting 
through a 3-hour candidates' night pro- 
gram Thursday at Grove Junior High 
School. Most of the 100 persons who at- 
tended had left the building. 


Zettek recalled that in 1960, 800 persons 


attended the Lions Club candidate night, 
though undoubtedly it was not the same 
night as the Academy Awards as it was 
Thursday. 


Zettek was a candidate that year, 


again in 1964, and in 1968. Each time he 
was the leading vote getter. 


"My first time in 1958 I lost by 19 


votes," he said with a grin. 


Three things contribute to a campaign, 


he said. They are the candidates, the is- 
sues, and the administration. 


"THE ONLY WAY a candidate can 


win is by bringing up issues," he said, 
adding that there are no major issues in 
the campaign. 


"There are some things we could do 


better," he said, not wishing to disclose 
what they were. "I believe the adminis- 
tration is doing a good job," he said, ad- 
mitting he is prejudiced. "We've had ex- 
cellent village 
government 
all the 


years." 


He said he thought residents are satis- 


fied with the operation of the village and 
that their apparent lack of interest in the 
election was an indication of that feeling. 


The closest candidates have come to 


an issue has been candidate George 
Specs' early announcement that there 
were more than $1 million in "excess 
funds" in village coffers. He has also 
said there has been a lack of long-range 
planning by trustees. 


The answer to Spees' charges has been 


that the "excess funds" are "earmarked 
funds" for water reservoirs and wells. 


TRUSTEE EDWARD KENNA has an- 


swered the charge by saying that 
$111.000 in interest gained from invested 
funds had been used to pay the salary of 
every village department he,ad last year. 


"If that's not using money intelligently 


and long-range planning, then I don't 
know what it is," he said. 


Most of the other village board candi- 


dates at a candidates' night Wednesday 
before the Association of Industry and 
Commerce said they were satisfied with 
an explanation of the*"excess funds" giv- 
en earlier in the Herald by George Con- 
ey, village finance director.

A good example is a promotion by 


World Field Research, Inc., that has 
been going on for years. The literature 
you receive in the mail offers a reward- 
ing career as a field research corre- 
spondent.

"On the contrary, we want to 
buy something from you — your honest, 
objective opinions of new products and 
publications." 


World Field Research goes on to offer 


you payment for candid opinions on free 
merchandise and literature. The enclosed 
brochure indicates that prior to 1965, 
field correspondents did not pay for this 
"privilege," and that response was poor. 
Therefore, in order to eliminate the 
"merely curious and lethargic," World 
Field Research asks a $10 registration 
fee. 


LAST SEPTEMBER we decided to 


take the company up on its generous of- 
fer. 
It took approximately two months 


for the Mineola, Minn., based firm to 
send out the first consumer product: a 
small packet of vitamin C pills. The 
questionnaire card enclosed had five 
simple questions such as, "do you like 
the product?" and whether you would or- 
der it by mail or from a local retailer. 


It seemed that the company had for- 


gotten us by the end of January, so we 
sent a letter to World Field Research 


asking for more samples or our money 
returned. In mid-March a second con- 
sumer product arrived: one of those tiny 
lipstick samples like the Avon lady gives 
away. 


Along with the questionnaire was en- 


closed the first reward for our candid 
opinions, a FROM (Field Research Opin- 
ion Money). It is equal to $2 on the pur- 
chase of items from companies which ad- 
vertise that FROM's are accepted. 


IT IS EXPLAINED the FROM can be 


redeemed for $1 in cash. The only catch 
is you must accumulate five of the cou- 
pons before they can be redeemed. At 
our current rate of FROM accumulation, 
this means it will take two and one half 
years to get $5 in cash. 


The merchandise available for a few 


FROM's is varied. There's an ice bucket 
shaped like a golf ball, construction 
worker's hard hat, a zip-away tummy 
bulge girdle men's jackets and cutlery. 
And don't forget that $2 awaits you for 
every new field research correspondent 
you sign up. 


This has been a typical experience of 


fellow panelists across the country, ac- 
cording to the Better Business Bureau. 
The payments average $3 if and when 
products are sent for review, judging 
from complaints received by BBB organ- 
izations. The BBB in Chicago said the 
company's offer has a tendency to con- 


fuse or mislead the public, and therefore 
should be considered "not in the public 
interest." BBB also noted the failure of 
the company to refund the enrollment fee 
to those invoking its money-back guaran- 
tee. 


THE MAGAZINE, Consumer Reports, 


also carried a warning about World Field 
Research in January of this year. It re- 
ported state, local and federal agencies 
have received complaints about the com- 
pany for years. World Field Research 
has also been under investigation by the 
Post Office Department for more than a 
year. 


Students Named At Harper

Juvenile Case 
Backlog Down 


The number of pending cases in the 


juvenile division of the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court was reduced by 4,763 during 
1970, according to court officials. 


Figures released Wednesday showed 


the backlog at the end of the year totaled 
1,889. At the beginning of 1970 more than 
6,652 cases were awaiting action. 


The statistics were part of a report to 


Chief Judge John S. Boyle from the juve- 
nile division's presiding judge, William 
Svlvester White 


White's report said, "Establishment of 


a series of changes with the result that 
the time involved in adjudication and dis- 
position of petitions has been reduced to 
less than 45 days in most cases." He 
added that the number of pending cases 
was reduced despite a record-breaking 
28,211 new petitions filed in the court. 


White also reported that the average 


number of days juveniles are detained in 
the Audy Home has dropped from 35 to 
28. 


"Despite an increase in the number of 


delinquency petitions filed, the daily av- 
erage population in the Audy Home was 
reduced from 407 in 1969 to 312 in 1970," 
White explained.

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Recreation Building, Park Improvements 
Voters To Decide On 2 Major Issues

Elk Grove Park District residents will 


be asked to approve two bond issue pro- 
posals when they go to the polls tomor- 
row, one for $800,000 in park improve- 
ments, and the more controversial one, a 
$940.000 recreation building. 


Called at one time or another an "all- 


seasons building," "a sports complex," 
and a "recreation building," it has been 
criticized by some residents and praised 
by others. 


Some of the critics think it is too soon 


for Elk Grove Village to attempt such a 
l a r g e recreation facility, which is 
planned for ice skating, exhibitions and 
recreational programs. 


Other indoor ice rinks, however, are 


located in Northbrook, Park Ridge, Oak 
Park and Dundee, with most receiving so 
much use that non-residents must pay a 
higher fee for use even in early morning 
hours. 


NEABBY ROLLING Meadows Park 


District, with a population of 19,000, 
recently opened an Indoor ice rink and 
found it so successful that skating will be 
continued throughout the summer. 


A Herald Editorial 


Addison and Naperville are also plan- 


ning proposals for indoor rinks. 


The Elk Grove proposal is for a 220- 


foot domed building on Biesterfield Road 
and Wellington Avenue with an 85-foot by 
200-foot floor area. It will include two 
recreation rooms for park district pro- 
grams and community groups, a con- 
cession area, locker rooms, skate rental 
and sharpening areas, and rest rooms 
with indoor and outdoor access. 


Some residents have complained that 


the rink would be used mostly by special 
groups, like the hockey teams. However, 
Edward 
Hauser, 
commissioner who 


served as chairman of an investigation 
committee to study the feasibility of a 
rink, said this is not so. 


He and the other board members said 


prime time would be given to individual 
skaters. 


The rink is planned for 30 weeks of 


skating with the area used the rest of 
the year for activities such as roller 
skating, exhibits, jamborees, circuses, 
and flower shows.

Industry and Commerce has opposed the 
recreation building bond issue that Elk 
Grove Park District residents will vote 
on tomorrow It recommends passage of 
the park improvement proposal. 


Prior to the March 6 referendum which 


combined both proposals, the association 
urged its members to recommend that 
employe's vote "no" on the issue 


A letter mailed last Wednesday by the 


association urged a "no" vote on the 
$940.000 recreation 
building but sup- 


ported the $800,000 park improvement 
proposal. 


The second proposal includes purchase 


and development of a five-acre park site 
on the north end of the village near the 
Centex Industrial Park. 


"I'm quite sure that the association 


feeling is that the park could be avail- 
able to the industrial park and that up- 
grading in other parks is needed," Neil 
Cooney, a vice president of the associ- 
ation, said 


The letter said that there is no evi- 


dence the majority of taxpayers feel the 
need for such a building and added that 
increased taxes for such a building would 
further decrease spendable income and 
increase industries' costs. 


It added that it was unwise to approve 


such a referendum at a time when most 
businesses and governments are curtail- 
ing capital expenditures and operating 
on austerity budgets. 


Industry in the village provides some 


50 per cent of the taxes. 


Loyola Chancellor 
To Addre.sH Rotary 


The Rev. James F Maguire. chan- 


cellor of Loyola University of Chicago, 
will address the Rotary Club's Elk Grove 
Village Chapter at noon Thursday at The 
Maitre d' restaurant. Arlington Heights 
and Higgins roads. 


He will speak about the growth of the 


university during his 15 years as presi- 
dent, the relationship between the uni- 
versity and the metropolitan Chicago 
business community, and the objective of 
the $150 million PLUS (Progress for Lo- 
yola University in the Seventies) cam- 
paign. 


A native of Chicago, Father Maguire 


was named chancellor of Loyola in 
January. 1970, after serving as president 
since July 31. 1955, tthe longest ten- 
ure of any president in the history of the 
university. 


ALTHOUGH A SIMILAR refer- 


endum March 6 combining the two 
proposals in one package was 
voted down by residents, the Her- 
ald believes the park district has 
good reasons for again presenting 
the issues. 


The reasons are that only 25 per 


cent of the eligible voters cast bal- 
lots in the last referendum, defeat- 
ing it by 78 votes, 1,123-1,045, and 
that now voters will be allowed 
more of a choice. The cost of hold- 
ing the referendum will also be 
minimal since it is being held on 
the same day of the park and vil- 
lage elections. 


Together the proposals would 


cost the Elk Grove homeowner 
with a $30.000 home 5.89 cents each 
year for 12 years. This would raise 
park district taxes for such a home 
from $26 a year to $32 a year. The 
new rate would remain lower than 
most of those in surrounding sub- 
urbs. 


THE HERALD realizes that resi- 


dents will soon be asked to in- 
crease taxes for school districts, 
however, the park proposals are 
sound ones and will provide imme- 
diate and long-range recreation 
and aesthetic benefits to the com- 
munity. They will also increase the 
value of residents' homes. 


Because of this we endorse the 


passage of both proposals. We also 
feel the park district in its five 
years in existence has done its job 
well and ask voters to consider this 
when voting tomorrow.

Little, recreation superintendent. She 
said it would provide room during the 
day when school is in session to hold 
adult programs. Presently, the only park 
district facility that can be used during 
the day is the teen center. Most pro- 
grams are held in the 'schools. 


A fee for use of the ice rink has not 


been determined as yet, but will be set 
by the same policy used in setting fees 
for the swimming pool. Fees must pro- 
vide operating expenses, park officials 
have said. A season family pass for 
swimming is $25. 


The second proposal will include gener- 


al park development in all of the present 
park sites, acquisition and development 
of a 5-acre park in the north end off the 
district, and development of a 14-acre 
park next to the recreation building. The 
14-acre Disney Park would include five 
tennis courts, two handball courts, and 
four baseball diamonds, two of which 
would be lighted. 


THE DISNEY PARK develompent cost 


is estimated at $250,000, the north end 
park at $125,000 and beautification with 
trees and shrubs at $100,000. 


Residents have questioned Park Board 


Pres. David Von Schaumburg on why the 
park 
development cannot be done 


through the general fund provided for by 
current taxes. 


The fund for this year is $215,300. Von 


Schaumburg said that with regular 
maintenance and upkeep expenses for 
the district, it was impossible to spend 
much of the fund for park development. 


The breakdown in this fund is: sala- 


ries, $34,700; maintenance help, $76,600; 
employes' benefits, $4,800; professional 
fees, $14,700; annual payment for real es- 
tate purchases under contract, $17,200; 
office expenses, $7,800; insurance, $8,700; 
maintenance and repairs, $29,500; fuel 
and utilities, $6,300; landscaping and 
equipment, $15,000. 


THE RECREATION building would re- 


sult in a tax increase of $3.72 a year to 
the owner of a home having an assessed 
valuation of $10,000 (on a $30,000 borne). 
The park development proposition would 
result in a tax increase of $2.37 for a 
$10,000 assessed valuation. This would be 
an expense incurred each year for 12 
years. 


Hoewver, if both proposals are 
ap- 


proved, the cost will be slightly less than 
the total of both, about $5.89 for the home 
with an assessed valuation of $10,000. 


The inclusion of a $50,000 parking lot in 


each proposal is the cause of the differ- 
ence, Von Schaumburg said. Each pro- 
posal includes the parking lot at the Dis- 
ney Park complex in case the other pro- 
posal fails, he said, adding that if both 
proposals are approved, only one lot 
would be built.

"I had a patient," Jacey recalled the 


event, "who was suffering from a rare 
form of meningitis. 


"His name was Joseph Dickman and 


he was 66 years old," the 60-year-old doc- 
tor continued. "This was in April, 1044. 
At that time penicillin was used only by 
the Army. I wired to Washington and 
they sent me a million units of the drug 
within an hour. 


"I gave it to my patient who was in a 


coma and he responded favorably. I just 
took a chance because my patient was 
dying and I was grasping for the last 
straw. I knew, because it was used in the 
armed forces that it had a propensity to 
cure meningitis." 


JACEY WAS practicing at the Alexian 


Brothers Hospital, which is now the St. 
Alexius Hospital In Elk Grove Village, is 
thought to be the first civilian doctor to 
use the drug available at that time, only 
on consignment from the government. 


He was also the first doctor to use the 


drug in massive doses. "After they (the 
army doctors) heard about the use of 
large doses they changed their dose 
schedule," Jacey said. 


Within a week after he saved Deck- 


man's fife, Jacey made a house call and 
found a six-year-old girl with acute men- 
ingitis. "After giving Deckman the peni-

years? 


New Trier Township Democrats be- 


lieve they should, and as a result have 
scheduled a public forum next Monday to 
discuss it. 


Specifically, the New Trier group 


wants to discuss the 13th Congressional 
District and what it will look like after 
the Illinois General'Assembly finishes its 
redistrieting chore. 


New Trier is one of eight townships in 


the district, and for years has been one 
of the major forces in the district. 


In 1969, when the special Republican 


primary election was held to pick a can- 
didate to seek the congressional seat af- 
ter Donald Rumsfeld resigned, six of the 
original 12 candidates were from New 
Trier Township. 


But just as Republicans haye viewed 


New Trier Township as their own in the 
past, Democrats are now looking at it as 
theirs in the future. 


Last year, the township gave Sen. Ad- 


la E. Stevenson m, D-I11., 51 per cent of 
the vote. To many Democrats there, last 
year's election was the start of a new 
Democratic era in the suburbs. 


That's one of the main reasons the 


New Trier Democrats are very con- 
cerned with congressional redistrieting. 


IF THE LINES are drawn the way 


they would like them drawn, New Trier 
and other townships on the North Shore 
could find themselves in a Democratic 
congressional district. 


Niles Township, largest on the North 


Shore, has been Democratic for awhile 
and Evanston Township, like New Trier, 
went for Stevenson in November. 


There are almost 300,000 residents in 


those three townships, about 160,000 less 
than will be needed to form a congres- 
sional district.

crats, just as they will for good Republi- 
cans. 


Whether or not a "good" Democrat 


could defeat Crane on the North Shore 
remains to be seen. 


For one thing, with the 13th District 


due to be split, Williams may not get the 
chance to test Crane since the congress- 
man will have to decide which portion of 
the "old" 13th District he will represent. 


Another consideration is the fact that 


Crane has proven himself very popular 
on the North Shore, as he has in the 
Northwest suburbs.

Corr. 17. of Morton Grove. 


Pontarelli was charged with resisting 


arrest, disorderly conduct and aggra 
vated battery The other two boys were 
charged with disorderly conduct. 


THERE ARE several versions of what 


happened in the Woods that Sunday night 
and the events that, according to police, 
led up to it 


According to Sohmers and a friend, 


Bill Erdmnn. who also lives in Des 
Flames and was at the park every day 
that 
week. Ihr Cook County Forest 


Rangers would come by. "They were 
friendly and nice and they said as long 
as we kept the place clean we could stay 
there until the park closed at 11." 


The DCS Plaines police came by the 


woods every day that week too, accord- 
ing tn Sohmers. "They stopped and were 
friendly They told us not to have any 
fires in the field 
—only in the pavilion. 


We listened to them and everything was 
fine " 


According to Des Plaines police, there 


was trouble in the Northwestern Woods 
area early Friday morning and Saturday 
night 


Shortly after midnight Friday, accord- 


ing to police reports, James Shanahan, 
2fl. of 137fi Forest Ave.. was arrested in 
the Northwestern Woods and charged 
with battery, resisting arrest and posscs- 


'. sion of liquor by a minor. 


Shanahan 
allegedly 
struck 
a 
Des 


Plaines policeman in the nose while he 
was being arrested. 


Then, on Saturday night, according to 


police reports, a group of youths stood on 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks, near the Northwestern Woods, 
and threw rocks through the back win- 
dows of the Sondag Chevrolet building. 
The report said 23 windows were broken 
at about 8:40 p.m. and 11 more windows 
were broken at about 9:43 p.m. No one 
was arrested. 


GARY SOHMERS, who was in the 


Northwestern Woods those nights, said a 
group of people his friends didn't know 
came into the Woods Thursday night and 
built a fire in the field. 


Sohmers said he asked the group to put 


out the fire but they didn't. He added 
that the group was drinking beer. Soh- 
mers also said he and his friends knew 
nothing about the broken windows. 


On Easter Sunday a group of young 


people gathered again in the North- 
western Woods. According to Sohmers 
there were about 200 kids there. "We had 
a nice Softball game and a good time." 
He said a forest ranger came by in the 
late afternoon and told some members of 
the group that they would have to leave 
the park at 7:30 that night. "We asked 
him why and he said he didn't know but 
that the park would close." 


The forest ranger. Sam Canelstein, 


said he told the youths at 4:30 p.m. Sun- 
day they would have to leave the park by 
7:30. 
He said the group did not have a 


permit and said the department had de- 
cided to close the park early that night to 
prevent any problems. • 


Sohmers said he and his friends de- 


cided to stay in the park in spite of Ca- 
nelstein's request that they leave. 


THERE ARE conflicting reports about 


what happened in the park next. 


According to sheriff's police. Canel- 


stein called and said a large crowd of 
youths were causing a disturbance in the 
woods. He asked the county for assis- 
tance and five sheriff's cars were sent to 
the park to assist the rangers. 


The sheriff's police report said most of 


the youths left peacefully but a large 
contingent gathered and shouted obsce- 
nities at the police. The report said three 
of those youths were arrested for dis- 
orderly conduct and the report said one 
of the three struck a sheriff's policeman 
in the face. 


According to Des Plaines police re-

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ports, eight two-man sheriff's police 
squads with policemen from the County's 
tactical unit were on the scene and two 
Des Plaines squad cars with a total of 
three men were dispatched. 


Des Plaines police reports said the po- 


lice was to take some youths who were 
moving away back to the main group of 
kids. 


Des Plaines reports also said that one- 


half of the county units searched occu- 
pants- of parked cars and the others went 
into the woods and advised all parties to 
leave the area. There was some shouting 
of obscenities and shouts of "let's jump 
the pigs" according to the reports. 


ACCORDING TO Sohmers and Erd- 


man, 
at about 8 p.m. there were three 


Des Plaines squads — parked at each 
end of the Woods' parking lot, and two 
forest ranger cars came accompanied by 
six to nine Cook County cars. 


"They pulled into the parking lot with 


their head lights on," Sohmers said. 
"They filled up the whole parking lot. 
They told us all to leave through a loud 
speaker and as they told us they blocked 
the exits. Then the sheriff's police dis- 
bursed all over the park and herded all 
the kids into the parking lot. 


"They had their clubs out," Sohmers 


continued, "and they pushed people 
around and searched people and asked 
for IDs. One person, Mike Pontarelli, 
walked by while a policeman was search- 
ing another guy. He asked "what was 
going on and the policeman said none of 
your business and then the policeman 
poked him in the stomach with his club." 


Sohmers and Erdman both said they 


then saw the policeman grab Pontarelli 
and throw him into a tree and then onto 
the ground. They said two officers start- 
ed beating Pontarelli with clubs and then 
they kicked him. 


"When he tried to get away," Erdman 


said, "they said he was resisting arrest 
and they yelled "get him" and four other 
policemen jumped on him and they beat 
him with their clubs and then handcuffed 


him and put him in the squad." 


Sohmers said another youth, Nick Fi- 


ninis, told the police to leave Pontarelli 
alone. "They hit him with a club and 
then handcuffed him and threw him in 
the squad too." 


Sohmers said he asked the Des Plaines 


police what was going on and they an- 
swered they didn't know because it was 
"the county's show." 


THE EASTER Sunday disturbance was 


not the first time area youths gathered in 
the surrounding Forest Preserves and 
were then told to leave by Forest 
Rangers and police. 


A large group of youths gathered last 


year in the Deer Grove Forest Preserve 
just outside Palatine. They were denied 
a permit to congregate because, they 
were told, the area could not handle 
large groups. 


On May 18, 1970, a crowd of about 200 


youths were disbursed by state and coun- 
ty police from where they had gathered 
in Deer Grove. There were no arrests 
made. 


According to Donald Peterson, superin- 


tendent of the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve in Des Plaines, there may be more 
problems this year with young people 
gathering in the Des Plaines forest pre- 
serve. "Because of the way the youth are 
today," he said, "and because the kids 
will have more spare time." 


Peterson said his rangers call in local 


police or the County Sheriff's police if 
there is any trouble in the forest pre- 
serves and assistance is needed. 


The tactical unit that was sent in on 


Easter Sunday to help the Rangers in the 
Northwestern Woods is sent out on "mis- 
sions" according to Sheriff's Police Chief 
Edmund Dobbs, 


"We have 24 men on the tactical unit," 


he said, "they have special training in- 
cluding training in riot control. They are 
sent as a unit to help in areas of high 
crime, traffic and civil disturbances. 
They respond as a unit to crowd control 
calls," Dobbs added.

death of T. Hamilton Bone at Fort Car- 
son, Colo. noted that "funeral services 
with military honors were to be next 
month." (April). 


But as of this writing, Col. George Bar-

Carson, disclosed: 


"We don't actually know when this has 


been scheduled. He was quietly buried." 


And when asked if the "formal ser- 


vice" would be conducted by a Protes- 
tant, Catholic or Jewish chaplain, Col. 
Barrante groaned and then lightly guf- 
fawed. 


The late Hamilton Bone was a 38-year- 


old mule. 


Known to mountain troops as "Ham- 


bone." he was one of the two survivors of 
an 1,800-mule contingent. 


"I doubt if there would be any reli- 


gious service." commented Col. Bar- 
rante, an amiable New Yorker, "just • 
military type ceremony." 


Thii may neatly naturally solve the in- 


surmountable problem of determining 
the late Harobone's religious preference 
with the appropriate chaplain. But there 
could be a major storm if aome of the

THE NATIONAL Catholic Society for 


Animal Welfare, for instance, could note 
that In Virginia, foxhounds are still 
blessed by clergy and that the Bible 
mentions no less than 39 different ani- 
mals. 


This vigorous and dedicated organiza- 


tion headquartered in Washington, D.C. 
regularly campaigns and occasionally 
wins court decisions against vivisection, 
bull and cock fights, rodeos and in- 
humane slaughter houses. Its dynamic 


executive secretary, Helen Jones, issued 
a vehement protest of the public's apathy 
in not instituting a nationwide program 
of sterilization for stray cats — this in 
1960 when Catholic organizations were 
still discussing human birth control in 
whispers. 


In Victoria, B.C., Mother Cecilia Mary 


defied her Bishop's order to close her 
Good Shepherd Animal Center in 1964, 
because, among other reasons, she be- 
lieves animals do have souls. 


And in Tiverton, England, 76-year-old 


Florence Cox made a practice of bring- 
ing her Terrier to the altar rail in order 
that they could receive Holy Communion 
together — until she was restrained by 
her vicar. 


YET THE LATE Archbishop of Can- 


terbury and renowned theologian. Wil- 
liam Temple, dealt with the question of 
whether or not an animal has a soul. 
Recognizing such problems as created by 
one youth who brought a flea circus to a 
service of "Blessing of the Animals," 
Temple noted: 


"The suffering of animals increases 


proportionately with their ability to real- 
ize consciousness." 


Hence, religious animal lovers may 


have no compunction about spraying a 
flea or swatting a fly. At the same time, 
they can recognize that their horse or 
dog has an infinitely greater dimension 
than its body — a personality, or charac- 
ter, which could be regarded as a soul. 


And while there is a distinct difference 


between any animal and a human being, 
the 
enormous bequests occasionally 


made to pets may attest the fact that in 
some cases this was the only real friend 
of the deceased. 


As such, it appears presumptuous to 


claim that no animal has anything re- 
sembling a soul. Certainly the Bible evi-

Sev- 
val doctors have told me no, but I start- 
Mi taking Vitamin B-complex with iron 
and liver. Before the vitamins. I had ter- 
rible headaches, cramps before and after 
period*, depression, head and body itch- 
ing, I was tired all the time, crabby and 
BfeleM. Alter I started taking vitamin 
pills. I didn't have any of these problems 
and nave a lot more zip. I am not saying 
this is tht right vitamin (or everybody, 
but aren't vitamins really good for some 
people? I am only 37 and they have 
helped me a lot. 


Dear Reader — I am not opposed to 


vitamins, clearly they may even be life- 
saving in individuals who need them. 
Many people died of scurvy before Vita- 
min C wat discovered. This was a real 
health hazard in military campaigns and 
for sailors. A deficiency of thiamine 
(Vitamin B-complex group) can cause a 
large number of disturbances in the 
body, including heart failure in some 
people. Vitamin deficiencies can also 
cause liver disease. 


Within reasonable limits, the amount 


of extra vitamins one might get from 
taking vitamin tablets will not cause any 
barm. The two vitamins which can ac- 
cumulate and cause illness if taken in 
excessively large doses, are Vitamins A 
andD. 


C o n s i d e r i n g frequency of an in- 


adequate diet, vitamin supplements are 
probably helpful for many people. Theo- 
retically, one shouldn't need to take vita- 
mins in addition to an adequate diet. 
Since people often eat starches, greasy 
foods and sugars without enough of a va- 
riety of fresh vegetables and fruit in 
their diet, it is poasib.le to develop vita- 
min deficiencies. 


Some older people, particularly those 


who live alone, are apt to have deficient 


diets. I know a lot of money is wasted on 
excess 
vitamins which 
theoretically 


shouldn't be necessary, but in fact, often 
are. Finally, I can't criticize success; if 
vitamins have done that much for you 
go ahead. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Would It hurt my 


father (age 58) if he takes Vitamin E and 
B-complex with liver and iron, along 
with nerve pills, high blood pressure 
pills, and Bufferin for arthritis? He 
drinks quite a bit on Saturdays. I don't 
think he is drunk, it is probably the ef- 
fect of nerve pills and beer and whisky 
combined. What if be also takes Vitamin 
C, along with E and B-complex? I worry 
about him. 


Dear Reader — I can't say as I blame 


you for worrying about your father. The 
vitamin pills are probably the least of his 
difficulties. Alcohol and certain "nerve 
pills" do not mix well. I don't know what 
kind of medicine he is taking, but it 
seems to me that this shoud be dis- 
cussed with your doctor. I have in mind 
the Ineraction which occurs between two 
drugs. Many a famous person who has 
taken sleeping pills and alcohol has not 
lived to talk about it. 


In a half-way adequate diet, there is 


usually sufficient Vitamin E since it is 
abundant in many food substances. I pre- 
fer that people do not drink too much 
alcohol, but for those who do, Vitamin 
B-complex may be helpful. This is par- 
ticularly true of the person who drinks 
too much alcohol and neglects his food 
intake.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Once again, 


K during the recent South Vietnamese 
incursion into Laos, we confused laymen 
are being gored by the horns of di- 
lemma 


This time our quandary concerns the 


19«9 move by the Viet Congress to wipe 
out tax shelters in the internal revenue 
code 


It long had been apparent that Viet fat- 


cats were using the revenue code as a 
privileged sanctuary in which they and 
stored vast amounts of exemptions and 
depletion allowances 


Effort* by tax collectors to halt the 


practice were thwarted by the ease with 
which the Viet fatcats could slip through 
loopholes in the thicket of gobbledegook 
overlaying the revenue code. 


It wu for this reason that the Viet 


Congress finally launched Operation Tax 
Reform, which was designed to destroy 
hidden tax shelters and liberate their 
contents. But as the deadline for filing 
1970 returns passed this week, the Ameri- 
can public was being confronted with 
conflicting accounts as to the success of 
the operation. 


ACCORDING TO the unofficial version, 


compiled from reports by correspondents 
in the field, the tax shelters were rela- 


tively undamaged by the reform act and 
continue to provide effective protection 
for the Viet fatcats. 


Officially, however, the reform move is 


being pictured as having accomplished 
its objectives. 


"This campaign was never intended to 


force a complete withdrawal of the Viet 
fatcats from their shelters in the revenue 
code" one official told me. "The Viet 
Congress simply was not prepared to un- 
dertake that extensive an operation. 


"The very limited goal of the revenue 


code incursion was to interdict the major 
shelters and make it more difficult for 
the Viet fatcats to move their exemptions 
and allowances along the loophole trail. 


"To that extent, I would sty the oper- 


ation achieved satisfactory results. It 
also had the secondary benefit of build- 
ing confidence in the Viet Congress of its 
ability to wage tax reform."

Dear Dorothy: My fiberglass draperies 


Is it true that they have 
to be washed rather than dry-cleaned?

You heard right: They do have to be 


washed, heavy or not. The one thing to 
remember is to never wash them in the 
•automatic washer. Not only would it play 
havoc with the curtains but the tiny bits 
of glass clinging to the machine would 
eventually find their way to clothes laun- 
dered afterward. Have had many a letter 
attesting to this. It would be a good idea 
to use rubber gloves and wash them 
gently in a detergent solution in either 
the laundry tub or bathtub. Rinse and 
drip-dry. Even with this gentle action, 
carefully clean the tubs to make sure 
there are no tiny glass slivers around.

Lake Defiance 
Worth Saving 


Virtually no one had even heard 


of Lake Defiance until two months 
ago. 


Then the state Department of 


Conservation announced it wanted 
the little McHenry County lake and 
some 1.500 acres around it as part 
of an ambitious upgrading of park 
facilities in Northeast Illinois. 


That announcement touched off 


a n o t h e r classic head-to-head 
struggle between the state and con- 
servationists on one side, and pri- 
vate industry on the other. 


The ageless question was re- 


peated 
How much is a lake 


worth" What's the value of saving 
a piece of the terrain for its own 
sake, and no financial gain? 


The scope of that question, and 


all the little questions involved, 
was dissected in the recent multi- 
part investigation of the Lake De- 
finance problem by Herald staff 
writer Brad Brekke and photo- 
grapher Bob Finch. 


In simplest terms, the measure 


at Lake Defiance is this: A conflict 
b e t w e e n a businessman who 
bought a piece of the terrain for 
private — and immense — profit, 
but in good faith: and the public at 
large, which could use the same 
piece for its leisure pursuits, its 
recreation, but no productive end 
beyond satisfaction of spirit and 
body. 


For our part, we must side with 


the public's interest In the end, 
it's the greater need, and always 
will be in an age when the esthetic 
increasingly falls away before our 
own growth and development. 


The principals in the Lake De- 


fiance battle are the conservation 
d e p a r t m e n t and those con- 
servationists who have rallied with 
ii, and the Lake Defiance Devel- 
opment Corporation (LDDC). 


Two years ago, LDDC bought 322 


acres and 90 per cent of Lake De- 
fiance from a physician who had 
protected it almost unknown for 40 
years. LDDC sought — and re- 
ceived — from McHenry County 
the right to mine gravel at the 
lake, and the battle was about to be 
joined 


The state, then on a quest to 


make up for its years of neglect in 
saving park land, pinpointed Lake 
Defiance as a primary need in its 
planning. 


The state admittedly was late in 


its move, and that has complicated 
the issue. The county gave its ap- 
proval and the gravel mining has 
begun, and now to get the LDDC 
land and the rest to make a 1.515 
acre park, the state almost surely 
will have to resort to a long and 
costly court condemnation pro- 
ceeding. 


LDDC and its president, Frank 


Sheahen, say they'll make a settle- 
ment, but the price is a secret and 
clearly in the millions of dollars. 


Sheahen paid $500,000 for his piece, 
and the state anticipates a total 
outlay of $3 million for acquisition 
and development of the park. 


It's a choice between that or pay- 


ing Sheahen's undisclosed price, or 
possibly waiting 20 years for LDDC 
to finish with its Lake Defiance 
project and buy the land then. 


The 20-year wait is unthinkable. 


The need for the added park land is 
now. The potential damage to Lake 
Defiance and its surrounding ter- 
rain by the gravel pit operation is 
too much a risk, with LDDC plan- 
ning to double the 47-acre lake with 
the pit operation, use its water to 
wash gravel, and construct a sec- 
ond lake on the property. 


The only course is what the state 


already has begun: to make title 
searches and appraisals, and begin 
condemnation proceedings. And 
the state has to move quickly, be- 
cause already — with word that 
the state is interested — surround- 
ing land prices have jumped from 
$1.000 to $2.000 an acre. 


We are convinced the area is 


worth it. There is ample testimony 
from biologists and botanists on 
the near-unique quality of the 
12.000 year-old glacial lake, the 
purity of its water, the incredible 
variety and health of the fish and 
wildlife it harbors, and the value of 
its surroundings, which include 
several natural marshes, a rare 
wild cranberry bog and Indian 
mounds. 


All this would be — and should 


be — turned over to the people of 
the state for camping, fishing, pic- 
nicking and general enjoyment. 


There's little point now in scold- 


ing the state for its tardiness in 
moving to acquire Lake Defiance. 


We urge the conservation depart- 


ment to move as rapidly as pos- 
sible with the acquisition and de- 
velopment, and add a cautionary 
postscript: 


When this land is acquired, as- 


suming the state is successful, it 
will require even greater protec- 
tion. It will receive enormous use 
in an area already starved for rec- 
reational sites, and the fishing 
alone could be wiped out in a 
couple of summers. 


Use of the Lake Defiance State 


Park must be closely guarded and 
restricted, perhaps even to the set- 
ting of special fishing regulations 
for its waters. Once acquired, it 
must not be abused by the crush of 
humanity. 


In that, the state will bear an 


even greater responsibilty to its 
people.

night lapses are forgotten quickly. 


In some cases, the new board mem- 


bers will have fought through bitter cam- 
paigns, such as the Harper College board 
election. Some of the new members, as 
they sit in the comfortable chairs, may 
suddenly wonder if the chair might be 
better handled by one of the losers. 


You won't hear much from the Hughes 


and Millers and Nugents and Matthews 
in coming months, because they'll be too 
busy with budgets and superintendents' 
reports to get into controversies.

The 
Chicago Today on Jan. 29, 1970, in an 
article written by Carol Oppenheim re- 
ports a legislative committee under the 
chairmanship of State Senator John J. 
Lanigan (R. Chicago) is studying the pol- 
icies and practices of the Chicago Board 
of Education. A public hearing was held 
the following day on the construction of 
South Shore High School. The article 
says, . . . "South Shore, an air condi- 
tioned, sound-proofed, and carpeted high 
school at 7627 Constance Ave., opened in 
Sept., 1968, amid community charges of 
shoddy workmanship and numerous con- 
struction errors." The architectural firm 
for the school is the same one in which 
Mr. Jones is a partner. 


Mr. Jones in his letter to Palatine resi- 


dents apparently forgot to mention that 
as a member of High School District 
2ll's school board on Oct. 26, 1961, he 
was named the chairman of the com- 
mittee to name architects for the con- 
struction of Conant High School. Accord- 
ing to the School Board minutes of Feb. 
22, 1961, there were no visits to the of- 
fices of architectural firms. This attitude 
is questionable, since the American In- 
situte of Architect's, "Handbook of Pro- 
fessional Practice," states the employer 
(School Board 211) has the full responsi- 
bility of thoroughly investigating the 
firms he is considering. 


In March of 1961, Fridstein and Fitch 


was awarded the contract for Conant 
High School. In August 1963, Jones re- 
signed from the board to join the Fitch 


firm he helped to select, the same firm 
Clayton Brown submitted information to 
the Senate legislative committee. From 
1963 to 1970 the same firm- now, Fitch. 
Larocca, Carrington and Jones (Erie 
Jones) had been contracted by District 
211 for the additions to Conant, Fremd, 
Palatine High Schools, the Adminis- 
tration Center, and Schaumburg High 
School. 


During the period from 1963 - 1967 sev- 


eral questionable situations occurred in 
the building program of District 211. This 
might have prompted Willard Brown at a 
March 9, 1967 School Board Meeting to 
ask how many architects had requested 
consideration for the district's future 
building program. The answer: only one. 
Also no architects had been solicited. 


Why was the School board unrespon- 


sive to the suggestions of the American 
Institutes of Architects Handbook of Pro- 
fessional Practices? 


Maybe the answer lies in the statement 


of the then Board President, Donald 
Truitt (now the G.O.P. Campaign Man- 
ager for Dennis Collins, Don Phares, and 
Mervin Soper) when he remarked, he 
simply did not want to take the board's 
time to go through the lengthy process of 
interviewing 
other architects besides 


Fridstein and Fitch. He also stated that 
as a Board Member he does not attempt 
to please every resident of the District. 


On April 20, 1971, I would like to re- 


mind the Voters of Palatine to remember 
that governmental work is not an exact 
science and cannot always follow a set 
program or blue print in detail. All too 
frequently broad basic questions of pub- 
lic planning and building compel lengthy 
deliberations, negotiations, and even 
compromises in the public interest, in or- 
der to attain that which is possible for 
the present and to lay the groundwork 
for future development and growth. 


Clayton Brown, Thomas Kearns, and 


Fred Zajonc have provided Palatine 
with the groundwork for future devel- 
opment and growth. These men along 
with Don Metiver represent the people of 
Palatine's hope for the future.

It has become a continuous source of 


wonder and amazement to me to watch 
the evolution of Don Thompson's reaction 
to the school problem in Lake County 
Strathmore. Over the last several years 
that the problem has been fermenting, 
Thompson has displayed a near schizoph- 
renia in the diversity of his comments.

recently, in June of 1968 Thompson cast 
the deciding vote to reject a plot of the 
Cumberland area which would have in- 
cluded 10 acres of public use land. Some 
17 months later he railroaded through a 
rezoning of the same site without any 
public use land, (commenting that there 
was plenty of land outside the village 
limits) on which to construct a school. 
(Slightly implying that it might be 
needed) 


About a ye>:r ago when the controversy 


was escalating rapidly, he reverted 
again by saying that adequate sites were 
already available, namely the Arlington 
Hts.—Checker Road site. He dismissed 
as being "unrealistic" that School Dis- 
trict 96 really didn't want to build a 
school over top of a 500.000 gallon water 
reservoir for the village — also planned 
for the same site! Later again he revers- 
ed his field by saying he thought there 
was still no problem, but if District 96 
really was serious, he would sell them 
some flood plain on which the village had 
the option to buy. (Again implying that 
maybe school sites were needed). 


Now, in the heat of the campaign for 


re-election as Village President he un- 
veils the magic solution to all our prob- 
lems. Through his prowess as a negotia- 
tor, he claims to have saved the village 
$45,000 by transferring 10 acres of free 
school land to 10 acres for the sewerage 
plant site. The cost of purchasing this 
needed school land is now set at $150,000 
again, through his negotiating genius. He 
is now in the curious position of bragging 
about how he personally cost the tax- 
payers a net outlay of $105,000. It's no 
wonder, then, that the village of Buffalo 
Grove is living from hand-to-mouth un 
der Mr. Thompson's unique exercises in 
financial logic.

lot may become safer if not happier be- 
cause of a new lightweight plastic body 
armor. 


It also might be used by infantry sol- 


diers a.i protection against mortar fire, 
the largest single cause of battle casu- 
alties. 


For years, makers of law enforcement 


equipment and the defense industry have 
been trying to produce pn effective body 
armor light enough so policemen and sol- 
diers could wear it without losing mobil- 
ity and agility. 


Now, Imperial Protector Co. of Comp- 


ton, Calif, says it has perfected such an 
armored vest made of polycarbonate 
produced by Towland Products Inc., of 
Kensington, Conn. 


The vest weighs only three and three- 


quarter pounds and can be worn under 
clothing without discomfort. It is being 
tented by 80 police departments in Cali- 
fornia and by the Army. 


Imperial Protector says the vest is ef- 


fective against all pistol fire except a 
high velocity magnum, and few crimi- 
nals use magnums. 


"THE VEST CAN stop up to five bul- 


lets landing close together without harm- 
ing the policeman," said Henry Naga- 
hori. president of Imperial. The vest 
costs less than $90. 


According to Federal Laboratories di- 


vision of Breeze Corporations at Salts- 
burg. Pa., and Bangor Punta Corp., ma- 
jor marketers of law enforcement sup- 
plies, police departments are concerned 


about getting an effective lightweight 


The firms presently sell laminated 


steel vests weighing seven to 38 pounds 
and complete armored suits for bomb de- 
molition squads. The steel armor costs 
$75 to $330. It will stop even magnum 
bullets but a cop can't run very fast or 
grapple with a suspect easily if he's bur- 
dened with 10 to 30 pounds of armor. 
Consequently sales of steel body armor 
are not large. 


Pinkerton's, Inc. has come up with a 


lightweight bomb suppression blanket 
made of fireproofed high-tensile nylon 
guaranteed effective against almost any 
kind of bomb made by amateurs. It 
weighs 23 pounds and sells for $150. 


Pinkerton's has sold it to manufac- 


turers, retail stores, hospitals, univer- 
sities, police departments, schools, air- 
ports and even a racetrack.

Are you In the market for a variable 


annuity? Possibly so. because this fairly 
recent and little-understood addition to 
trip insurance man's satchel can make a 
lot of sense in the retirement income 
planning of many individuals. 


But if it is not well understood by the 


public, one reason probably is that the 
term "variable annuity" is loosely ap- 
plied to income plan* that differ consid- 
erably The question "Would you like to 
buy a variable annuity?" is something 
likr asking. "Would you like to buy an 
animal*1" without specifying whether 
you're going to receive a duck-billed 
platypus or a St. Bernard. 


The virtue of the variable annuity is its 


erow'h factor, which should protect re- 
ti-'-ment income against the devastating 
effects of inflation. The money you put 
into it is invested, entirely or partially, 
in equities — that is, stocks. Ordinarily, 
over the lone term, a portfolio of good 
•stocks is going to appreciate at least in 
pacp with the economy's upward price 
trend

If you had started, 30 


years ago. putting money into a $25,000 
ordinary life policy. It would have been 
with the idea that $25,000 was enough to 
keep somebody going for quite awhile.

Village Pres. Richard Baker read her 


statement of resignation as clerk and col- 
lector and, noting that its effective date 
is April 30. asked the board of trustees to 
defer action on the resignation until after 
Thursday's election. 


Mrs. Ball, who has been criticized by 


several board members, residents and 
candidates in this Tuesday's election as 
being neglectful of her clerk's duties per- 
taining to the election, has not attended 
'wice monthly board sessions in several 
.nonths. 


SHE WAS NOT IN attendance Thurs- 


day. Contacted by the Herald Friday, she 
said she "is no longer interested in the 
post." 


Announcement of her resignation came 


moments before the board continued the 
Thursday session to 8 p.m next Thursday 
to allow final approval and acceptance of 
minutes. Although this action eliminated 
the usual town hall session that follows 
board adjournment, Baker did allow le- 
gal questions pertaining to the election 
from the audience. 


Frank Dalla Valle Jr., Republican 


backed candidate for trustee asked Vil- 
lage Attorney William Davies for proof 
that notice of the election has been pub- 
lished.

Cost Of Lunch Program Told 


The cold weather lunch program in- 


itiated this year by the Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 school board cost tax- 
payers $14,1.15 06. business manager Mar- 
vin J. Lapicola reported Thursday night. 


The largest expense was for custodial 


service, which ran $6.225.10. Secretarial 
costs totaled $3,541 50, disposal service 
cost $1.430 and maintenance salaries to- 
taled $456 54 The balance of expenses 
were supplies. 


The board's policy committee will re- 


view the program's success and costs at 
8 p m . April 2R in the district adminis- 
tration office joining Helen Keller Junior 
High School. It will recommend to the 
board whether the program should be 
continued, and if so, whether it should be 
changed in any way. 


THE BOARD AWARDED a $3.194.38 


contract to School Equipment Co. for re- 
placement of some chalk and tackhoards 
in seven schools. Other firms bidding and 
their quotations were Beckley-Cardy, 
$3,220.45, and Larson Equipment and 
Furniture Co., $3530. 


The board also approved the fourth an- 


nual rent levy under its contract with the 
Illinois School Building commission. The 
$230,000 payment to the state is for rental 
of Dooley, MacArthur, Hale, Armstrong, 
Aldren and Collins schools, which were 
built with state funds. The rent is applied 
to purchase of the schools, with own- 
ership of the buildings reverting to the 
district after 16-2/3 years.The money is 
to be paid only as the district receives its 
tax revenue from Cook County. 


Lapicola submitted the third annual 


quarterly report for the year, showing 
toal receipts of $5,615,797 and total dis- 
bursements of $6,584,154 through March 
31. 


The district has received 59 per cent of 


its education fund revenues. Most of the 
lacking funds are in tax revenues, with 
$2.524.000 listed in the budget and only 
$875.126 received. 


On the education fund disbursement 


s i d e , 
$8,520,700 was appropriated, 


$5,874,810 was spent through March 31 
and $2,282,446 was committed for spend- 
ing. Only 4 per cent was unencumbered. 


IN THE BUILDING fund, 41 per cent 


of revenues were collected, and all but 37 
per cent was spent or committed for 
spending In the transportation fund, 82 
per cent of revenues had been collected, 


while all but 11 per cent had been spent 
or was committed. 


Lapicola listed budget categories he 


expects will be over-expended as of the 
end of the year, and overage amounts. 
The total deficits in those categories, bupt 
not for the entire budget, will be around 
$26,200, he reported. 


Don Rudd, newly elected board presi- 


dent and past building and sites com- 
mittee chairman, reported on committee 
discussion of next year's classroom use, 
and asked the new committee to com- 
plete work on the matter as soon as pos- 
sible. He also reported the Village of 
Hoffman Estates plans commission has 
approved a plan by Kaufman and Broad 
for 
quadrominium development, 
and 


progress on a school site donation in the 
development should proceed soon. 


Mrs. Bonnie Hannon was elected new 


secretary of the board, a post formerly 
held by Mrs. Thorsen. 


certificates are still unavailable and ab- 
sentee ballots cannot be obtained.

New Education Head Eyes School District Master Plan 


Don Rudd, elected Thursday night as 


president of the Schaumburg Township 
Dist. 54 Board of Education, said he feels 
"more responsibility" as president than 
he did as a board member. 


Completing his first year as a board 


member, Rudd predicted board activities 
in the coming year will "go very close to 
what we've done last year," but also in- 
dicated changes will be made in board 
committee structure. Among goals he set 
for his year of presidency are devel- 
opment of a master plan for the school 
district and taking a closer look at new 
educational programs for the district, in- 
cluding individually guided education. 


As chairman of the board's building 


and sites committee, for the past year, 


Rudd has said the district needs a mas- 
ter plan for new school sites, both for use 
in planning and to help substantiate 
needs for land contributions when nego- 
tiating with developers. 


"I ANTICIPATE significant changes in 


the committee system, although the com- 
mittee system will be retained," said 
Rudd. 


Some existing committees will be abo- 


lished, said Rudd, while others may be 
altered and some will remain basically 
as they now are. Committees will be giv- 
en more definite responsibilities, and pos- 
sibly, said Rudd, committee membership 
will be limited for voting purposes. He 
indicated committee participation will 
remain open to the general public, ex- 


cept for voting purposes, when only ap- 
pointed members will be allowed to vote. 


After his election as president, Rudd 


named temporary chairmen to some 
committees, saying permanent appoint- 
ments would be made when the board 
meets as a committee of the whole April 
29. 


"I intend to make appointments at the 


next regular meeting, but some com- 
mittees should have appointments to con- 
tinue functioning" in the interim, he 
said. 


MRS. DIANE HART was named to 


head the building and sites committee, 
and Mrs. Bonnie Hannon and Jerry Spatz 
were appointed to work with her. Mrs. 
Hannon was renamed board representa- 


tive to the Northwest Education Council, 
a post she already held and from which 
she was elected a member of NEC's ex- 
ecutive board. Mrs. Hart also was di- 
rected to continue chairing the policy 
committee. 


The building and sites committee was 


directed to meet as soon as possible with 
the Hanover Park District to review 
park district plan to develop land around 
Anne Fox School. The committee also 
will consider renewal of the district's lia- 
bility insurance with Continental Insur- 
ance Co. The contract expires June 30. 
The board's insurance broker requested 
contract bids from three other com- 
panies, but none were submitted, said 
Rudd. Continental is to have a proposal 


ready for consideration in early May.he 
sai.d 


The policy committee is to hold a spe- 


cial meeting April 26 for the sole purpose 
of reviewing the cold weather lunch pro- 
gram instituted during the past winter, 
said Mrs. Hart. Gerald Lewin also was 
delegated to serve on that committee. 


In looking forward forward to the new 


year, Rudd predicted the district would 
have strong financial management with 
no deficit spending; there will be no cut- 
backs in educational programs resulting 
from short tax revenues, and there will 
be no problems from double shiting and 
minor difficulties with busing, which is 
at a minimum for next year.

Park District Forced To Issue TAW's 


The delay in collecting property taxes 


from local residents by Cook County this 
year means that the Wheeling Park Dis- 
trict must issue tax anticipation war- 
rants (TAWs) for the summer, park 
commissioners learned Thursday. 


Bill Blank, park district treasurer, told 


the board that by the beginning of May 
the district must issue warrants to pay 
for running the district until tax pay- 
ments begin to arrive from the county in 
August or'September. 


The TAW's are loans made by banks to 


governmental agencies in anticipation of 
the receipt of tax revenue by the agency. 


Ordinarily, the taxes begin to arrive in 


April, but because the bills are being 
sent out late this year and taxpayers 
don't have to pay them until later, the 
money won't arrive until late summer. 


BLANK TOLD THE park commission- 


ers Thursday that the district has a total 
of only $1,543.56 in its corporate fund, the 
money used to pay general salaries and 
maintenance costs. 


There are considerably larger amounts 


of money in the district's recreation fund 
which will assure payment of summer 
help and recreational personnel and will 
provide funds for programs. 


However the TAW's — Probably more 


than $40,000 and less than $100,000 worth 
of them — are still going to be neces- 
sary. » 


Faced with the financial crisis, park 


board members Thursday talked of ways 
to save money temporarily. The board 
directed its president to write to the 
Wheeling Chamber of Commerce about 
granting a delay of a few months in the 


$3,000 payment the district owes for the 
purchase of Chamber of Commerce 
Park. 


Blank told the board that even if it had 


to pay additional interest to the chamber 
for a few months it would be cheaper 
than paying interest on $3,000 worth of 
TAW's to pay the debt. 


THE BOARD ALSO approved sending 


of a bill to High School Dist. 214 for 55 
per cent of the cost of running the new 
indoor Neptune's pool built by the park 
district adjacent 
to Wheeling High 


School. 


The bill to the school district, for a to- 


tal of $15,637.50 was to be delivered to 
Dist. 214 officials Friday. 


Blank gave the board a breakdown on 


the bill to the school district showing that 
a total of $14,170.55 has been spent on 
employe salaries to date and $14,261.28 
had been spent on equipment, supplies 
and utilities. 


The agreement that the school district 


(which uses the pool on weekdays) would 
pay 55 per cent of the operation cost was 
made before the pool was built. 


But even if the bill is paid immediately 


it won't affect the park district's finan- 
cial situation markedly, Blank said. 


IN OTHER DISCUSSIONS of finances 


the board approved major cuts in the 
costs of swimming fees, despite objec- 
tions by commissioner Lorraine Lark 
who cited the district's financial position. 


The board approved a yearly family 


pass rate of $25 for residents as com- 
pared to a $35 charge last year. 


Summer passes were set.at $20 for 


resident families. Similar cuts were also 


made in the cost of individual passes, 
and daily admission fees. Fees were ad- 
justed so that all non-resident fees are 
exactly double the cost of resident fees 


Commissioners 
Gus Nizzi, 
Robert 


Ross, Alf Wilson and Eugene Sackett 
overruled Mrs. Lark's objections to the 
price cuts, pointing out that the district 
had to do something to improve attend- 
ance at the new indoor pool. 


DISTRICT AQUATICS Director Ray 


Kittendorf told the park board that daily 
admission fees collected at the pool don't 
even pay the cost of the lifeguard's sala- 
ries, let alone pool maintenance. 


The board directed Kittendorf to pre- 


pare a public relations program to pro- 
mote the pool after Nizzi proposed that 
speakers from the park district make 


presentations at school assemblies or 
PTA meetings. 


Sackett and Ross told Mrs. Lark that 


perhaps the district would even receive 
more revenue by the reduced pool rates 
because more passes would be sold. 


In other items relating to the district's 


finances Dist. Supt. Ferd Arndt told the 
board that if corporate personal property 
taxes are ruled unconstitutional and the 
exemption for homesteaders over 65 goes 
into effect the district could lose an ad- 
ditional $12,000 in tax revenues. 


The board deferred decisions on pur- 


chase of a large lawn mower for $6.700 
and on insurance programs and uniform 
service for district employes until a 
meeting May 6 on the proposed budget 
for the new fiscal year beginning in May 


How To Handle Write-In Vote 


If you want to write-in a candidate's 


name on the ballot in tomorrow's elec- 
tion what do you do? 


Here are the basic requirements elec- 


tion judges will consider in deciding if a 
write-in vote is valid. 


First, the write-in must contain the 


name of the candidate. Accurate spelling 
is not important as long as the intention 
of the voter can be determined. 


Second, the title of the office for which 


a candidate is running must be written in 
above the name of the candidate. 


Third, if the candidate is running for 


trustee, the term of office ("full four- 
year term" or "two-year unexpired 


term") should be indicated under the of- 
fice title. 


Fourth, an "X" in a box indicating a 


vote for the candidate must be placed 
alongside the candidate's name. 


A write-in can either be written in 


longhand or printed. 


Other rules to remember is that an 


"X" in a party circle means a vote for 
each candidate running on that party 
slate and takes precedence over any 
write-in votes or other marks on the bal- 
lot. 


In all cases the judges in the precinct 


where you vote will make a final deci- 
sion on your ballot, basing their decision 
on "the intent of the voter."

SEN. CHARLES PERCY, speaking at dedication ceremo- 
nies for a new municpal building in Elk Grove Village, 


Saturday gave his support to President Nixon's revenue 
sharing plan, calling it an "alliance for partnership." 


"An alliance for 


mayors, 
governors, 


called it. 


Revenue sharing is a proposal in which 


the federal government would share its 
monies with state and local govern- 
ments. 


He said the federal government should 


do the "one thing" it does efficiently — 
collect taxes — and redistribute the 
monies to state and local governments. 


"We have 50 laboratories in 50 states," 


he said. "Let them try different things." 


"Give us the power to have the money 


back and let's make the decisions right 
here as to what's best for us," he said. 


Percy spoke at the dedication of the 


Elk Grove Village Municipal Complex 
where he congratulated the suburb's 
president, Jack Pahl, chairman of the Il- 
linois Municipal League's revenue shar- 
ing committee, for spearheading the 
president's program in the state. 


Percy said local governments have the 


manpower, ideas, and are closer to the 
people but that they have no funds be- 
cause the federal government has the in- 
come tax which takes money away from 
them. 


"They (local governments) are left 


with the property tax and sales tax," he 
said. 


"We ought to take off the sales tax on 


food and drugs," he asserted, adding 
that property taxes have reached the 
limit. 


Sates and property taxes "increase 5 


per cent in gross revenue but local ser- 
vice needs increase 15 to 20 per cent ev- 
ery year," he said. 


He said the federal government snould 


rebate to cities and states the monies it 
collects from income taxes. 


Percy said $16 billion has been prom- 


ised in the first year of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because the president has 
faith in local government. However, rev- 
enue sharing has not been approved by 
Congress. 


"Let's have faith in local govern- 


ment," he said. "Let's have faith we 
don't have to do everything on a national 
basis." 


Percy said revenue sharing is one of 


two reforms the Nixon administration 
plans in its reorganization of the federal 
government. The other is to consolidate 


federal departments, reducing them to 
four: community development, human 
resources, natural resources, and eco- 
nomic activity. 


"We can save $5 billion in costs by 


those changes alone," he said, adding 
that the President has asked him to be 
the principal sponsor of the reorganiza- 
tion legislation. 


Percy indicated that both the reorgani- 


zation of departments and revenue shar- 
ing would eliminate much of the bureau- 
cratic delays that confront state and lo- 
cal governments in seeking help from the 
federal government." 


"We load our people down with forms 


to fill out and we procrastinate and de- 
lay," he said of the federal government. 
"By the tune a dollar goes from here to 
Washington and comes back you're lucky 
if you get a couple of pennies back. The 
layer of overhead has eaten it all up."

Juvenile Officer Believes: 
'No Such Thing As Bad Kid'

Kenneth Blanchette, juvenile officer 


for the Buffalo Grove police department 
believes "there is no such thing as a bad 
kid." 


Blanchette, who has been the depart- 


ment's juvenile officer for the past two 
.'and one-half years, is used to 12 hour 
days. The reason for his motivation is 
simple: he likes to help young people. 


"They (police officials) try to tell you 


not to get involved because you're a po- 
lice officer. But I don't think there is a 
juvenile officer alive that doesn't have 
sympathy for kids that come in here," 
Blanchette said. 


He said juvenile problems are com- 


plicated and "blossom out" and added 
that drug abuse is only a symptom which 
indicates the youth has a deeper prob- 
lem. 


He said a youth's environment at home 


and school usually is the reason for juve- 
nile problems. "I don't believe in a gen- 
eration gap. If parents would sit down 
and talk to their kids, a lot of problems 
could be resolved. But the kids are either 
put off, or the parents don't understand 
the problem," he said. 


BLANCHETTE SAID many parents 


are not informed about drugs. "A kid 
could come in high on ampethamines and

the parents just think he's in a good 
rnood." 


Blanchette said use of marijuana does 


not lead to the use of more dangerous 
drugs. "It is not physically addictive," 
but psychological dependence results, 
Blanchette said. 


"I know adults in this village that 


smoke it. It's just like alcohol, it doesn't 
lead to any problems if you can handle 
it," 
Blanchette said, but emphasized 


he did not advocate anyone smoking it, 
or that it should be legalized. 


"There are 10 million alcoholics in the 


United States. Can you imagine what 
would happen if they legalized mari- 
juana'," he said. 


Blanchette, who has two small chil- 


dren, just returned from a two week 
drug education seminar, sponsored by 
the federal government at Madison, Wis. 
His trip was paid for by the village Jay-

"It helped tremendously. They covered 


just about all of it. I had 30 hours on 
drug identification alone. We also re-

BLANCHETTE SAID the new laws are 


less stringent on the drug user but hard- 
er on -the "pusher," a person who sells 
drugs illegally. 


"The new laws give the judges a little 


more leeway. This is good," Blanchette 
said. "I don't think sending kids 'away 
(to jail) is going to help anything except 
making the youth more rebellious to the 
police." 


He said there are many "repeaters," 


juveniles that get into trouble more than 
once. "It all depends on their environ- 
m e n t. If their environment 
hasn't 


changed, then their problems haven't 
changed," Blanchette exlpained, pointing 
out "it's easier for a kid to change (his 
way of life) than an adult." 


He said in some instances parents 


make attempts to change. "Every thing 
is fine for a few months, but then the 
parents revert back, and the problems 
reappear." 


Blanchette first got involved in police 


work on a part-time basis three years 
ago. Until three years ago he was a prod- 
uct designer for a power tool company. 


"But I found I was spending more time 


here than at my regular job," he said in 
explaining the change. 


Blanchette is attending Harper College 


and working toward a degree in police 
science. He currently holds a degree in 
engineering.

Palntine residents should be the look- 


out for salesmen posing as representa- 
tives of a food company which promises 
people "a revolutionary way to save 
money." 


Pinehurst Manor residents have been 


approached by representatives of Great 
Lakes Food Inc., a non-existent food 
company, and there have been reports of 
similar activity in Palatine. 


The questionable firm first came under 


public scrutiny late last month when a 
Hoffman Estates woman was "taken in" 
by the dupe. 


Mrs. Clayton Winger, of 301 Winston 


Dr . in Hoffman Estates, told her story 
to representatives of the Federal Trade 


Commission 
which held hearings in 


March on door-to-door sales practices. 


SHE SAID she signed a contract to 


provide her with frozen food over the 
next 18 months for $1400. Her contract 
with Great Lakes Foods, listed erro- 
neously as being located at 1517 Ellin- 
wood Ave., DCS Plaines. was later sold to 
Joyce Acceptance Co., a finance com- 
pany in Elmwood Park. 


The salesman refused to let her read 


the contract, maintaining he explained 
all there was to know in his sales pitch, 
and she did not receive her cancelled 
contract or a $25 deposit from Joyce Ac- 
ceptance Co., she said. 


Later, she learned the food company, 


which promised a way to save money on 


food, charged $164 a month for food 
worth only $96. 


Mrs. Patricia Roggenbuck, 1936 Ivy 


PL, Pinehurst Manor, said she recently 
received a phone call from a Great 
Lakes Foods salesman and that promo- 
tion literature was recently distributed in 
her subdivision, located north of Pala- 
tine. 


She said the leaflets ask, "Food cost 


have you going around in circles?" And 
then promises, "a revolutionary way to 
save money." 


Palatine police said they have no 


record of Great Lakes Foods Inc. apply- 
ing for a soliciters permit, but there 
have been reports of salesmen from the 
non-existent food company working the 
Palatine area.

With spring floods nearing, Illinois Di- 


vision of Waterways engineers flipped a 
switch Friday that will hopefully reduce 
flooding conditions along Salt Creek in 
west Palatine. 


A recently installed pump at Rossitcr 


Lake, located north of U.S. 14 and west 
of Rte. 53, was turned on Friday in an 
effort to reduce the lake's depth and 
make a storage basin out of it for Salt 
Creek flood waters during inclement 
weather. 


The pump will also make work easier 


for the construction, for which bids were 
opened today in Springfield, of a new cul- 
vert downstream under the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. tracks at Arlington 
Park Race Track. 


The new 10 by 13-foot culvert will re- 


place a smaller and inadequate structure 
which has caused creek backup problems 
in Winston Park and flooding conditiors 
farther south in the track and Rolling 
Meadows. 


Groundbreaking for the new culvert 


will be held this afternoon. Sen. John 
G r a h a m , R-Barrington, and John 
Guillou, head of the division of water- 
ways will attend. 


Both projects are being funded by a 


$650,000 state appropriation. Recently, 
the village agreed to maintain the pump 
until it is removed when the culvert is 
completed in the next few months.

School Boundary Changes For Fall Are Announced 


The openma of Lincoln School and 


reorganization of Plum Grove School into 
a comprehensive junior high school in 
fall, 
have led to several boundary 


changes in Dist. 15 for Palatine resi- 
dents. 


The Dist. 15 board of education ap- 


proved the student assignment plan for 
1971-1972 based on the boundary changes 
at its meeting Wednesday. The plan was 
devised so there will be no splitting of 
families among several schools, other 
t h a n t h o s e s i t u a t i o n s where 
children are Junior high and elementary 
levels. 


In the development of the student as- 


signment plan, factors taken into coasid- 
eration were: The housing of all students 
on a full-day schedule for the entire year 
(no split shifts>; the elimination of rent- 
ed classroom facilities at Immanuel Lu- 
theran and St. Paul Schools, the opening 


of Lincoln and Willow Bend schools, the 
move to a comprehensive junior high 
program, the need to relieve several high 
enrollment situations throughout the dis- 
trict, and the need to allow for continued 
student growth. 


MAJOR CHANGES involving Palatine 


residents are: 


—The reassignment of all students, kin- 


dergarten through fifth grade, from the 
Plum Grove School to Willow Bend, Cen- 
tral Road and Pleasant Hill schools. 
Plum Grove will house grade six through 
eight for the 1971-1972 school year and 
only grades seven and eight in 1972-1973. 


—All sixth grade studens from Hunting 


Ridge School will be housed at Plum 
Grove for the coming year. 


—All sixth grade students from San- 


born-Wood schools will be transferred to 
the Lincoln School for the 1971-1972 year 
to eliminate the need for rented church 
facilities. 


—All children from the Pinehurst area 


will be assigned to Lincoln School. 


—All children from Winston Park Unit 


Six will be transferred from Virginia 
Lake to Lake Louise School. 


With the expansion of the junior high 


curriculum this fall to include a home 
economics and industrial arts program, 
more facilities were required in the ju- 
nior high buildings to accommodate the 
seventh and eighth grade students. 


When 
Palatine 
Hills 
Junior 
High 


School opens in September 1972 at the 
Smith Street site, both Plum Grove 
School and Carl Sandburg School in Roll- 
ing Meadows will become total junior 
highs open only to seventh and eighth 
graders. In addition, part of Winston 
Park School will remain used for junior 
high students. 


IN THE WINSTON PARK area, bound- 


ary changes for Lake Louise School in- 


volve the transferring of Pinehurst stu- 
dents to Lincoln School and Unit Six stu- 
dents from Virginia Lake to Lake Louise. 
This transferring will permit a reduction 
in class size at Lake Louise to an appro- 
priate level. 


Aside from the transferring of students 


to Lake Louise, Virginia Lake student as- 
signment for the coming year will be the 
same as last year. It will continue to use 
three portable classrooms. 


No boundary changes are involved at 


Jane Addams, Winston Park or Winston 
Churchill schools. Addams will continue 
to use four portable classrooms and 
Churchill will use three. 


In the Palatine West area, the biggest 


change is the opening of Lincoln School. 
Areas to be served by the school are all 
kindergarten through sixth grade stu- 
dents from Pepper Tree Farms, English 
Valley, Heatherlea, Reseda West, Pine- 


hurst and Russet Way. It will also take 
over all sixth grade students from the 
Sanborn-Wood schools. With the opening 
of Palatine Hills School in 1972, the sixth 
graders will return to Sanborn-Wood. 


The assignment of children from Pine- 


hurst is expected to help the enroll- 
ment situation at Lake Louise and, based 
on a three-year projection, these children 
will be able to remain at Lincoln for at 
least that period of time. 


No boundary changes are involved at 


Hunting Ridge, aside from the transfer- 
ring of sixth graders to Plum Grove, 
which will make Hunting Ridge a kinder- 
garten through fifth grade school. 


KINDERGARTEN students in the Pad- 


dock School attendance area will be 
housed at Pleasant Hill in the fall to pro- 
vide a better Kindergarten program and 
eliminate the need for rented facilities at 
Immanuel Lutheran School. No other 


changes are planned for Paddock School, 
which will house first through eighth gra- 
ders. 


Boundary lines at Marion Jordan. 


Pleasant Hill and Plum Grove schools 
will remain the same, aside from the 
transferring of elementary students from 
Plum Grove as previously explained. 


In Central 
Palatine area, several 


changes are planned for Sanborn-Wood 
Schools. Junior high students from Pep- 
per Tree Farms. Heatherlea. Reseda 
West arid English Valley subdivisions 
will attend Sanborn School in addition to 
those students who live north and west of 
the district boundary. 


The moving of Sanborn-Wood sixth 


graders 
to Lincoln will permit the 


freeing of the seven rented classrooms at 
St. Paul Church. These children will at- 
tend Palatine Hills School for grades sev- 
en and eight.

questionnaire card enelosed had five 
simple questions such as, "do you like 
the product?" and whether you would or- 
der it by mail or from a local retailer

This has been a typical experience of 


fellow panelists across the country, ac- 
cording to the Better Business Bureau 
The payments average $3 if and when 
products are sent for review, judging 
from complaints received by BBB organ- 
izations.

Learning Step

Two Palatine schools, one public and 


one parochial, will be making a marked 
move in progressive teaching come Sep- 
tember. 


St. Thomas of Villanova and the new 


Lincoln School of Dist. 15 will both be 
initiating building-wide programs of non 
graded individual progression teaching 
for the student*. Although the actual op- 
eration of the programs and the instruc- 
tional content will differ, the basic con- 
cept of the educational method to be 
used by the two schools will be the same. 


Rather than classifying and separating 


students into strict grade levels as in the 
traditional way, Lincoln and St. Thomas 
students will be grouped into units ac- 
cording to age and levels of ability. Each 
unit will be taught by a group of teach- 
ers, involving team or unit leaders, regu- 
lar classroom instructors and a number 
of teacher and clerical aides. 


Through such • team approach, the ra- 


tio of adults to students should be great- 
er than in the normal classroom situ- 
ation. The greater number of teachers 
and aides should also provide each stu- 
dent with a larger amount of individual 
attention and Instruction. 


AT ST. THOMAS, the 400 students will 


be divided into four basic units in which 
they will be able to work at their own 
speed, unpressured by the competition 
prevalent in a strict graded structure. 
The flexibility provided by a unit system 
for instruction should motivate the chil- 
dren to learn because they want to and 
not because they have to.

Phase Out Of French Slated 


French instruction to all students in 


P a 1 a t i n e-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 
schools, except junior high students, will 
be phased out of the district curriculum 
within two years. 


According to a plan approved Wednes- 


day by the Dist. 15 board of education, 
students presently in grade four will con- 
tinue to receive instruction in French in 
grades five and six. However, instruction 
will be discontinued in the fall for all 
students in grade levels lower than four. 


With the discontinuance of French in 


the elementary grades, the board recom- 
mended that junior high French curricu- 
lum be restructured as necessary so that 
two years of concentrated instruction 
will be comparable to the previous 
schedule of five eyars of instruction. 


Besides providing a more concentrated 


French curriculum to junior high stu- 
dents, the board will also explore the 
possibilities of offering the students a va- 
riety of foreign languages. As a step in 
expanding the foreign languages, the dis- 
trict will offer one German class on a 
pilot program basis at the Plum Grove 
School in the fall. 


THE FULL BOARD decision to drop 


elementary instruction of French came 
after lengthy discussion, and some con- 
troversy, among members of the district 
education committee earlier in the week. 


According to J. Leslie Ehringer, who 


presented the education committee rec- 
ommendation to the board,the decision to 
drop elementary French was based on a 
rearrangement of social and educational 
priorities. 


The percentage of students who com-

Sewer Work 


The Palatine Village Board has ap- 


proved a payment of $12,295 to Rossetti 
Contracting Company for sewer repairs 
along Pleasant Hill Boulevard and Hale 
Street. 


Clayton Brown, chairman of the public 


works committee, said he believed condi- 
tions in these areas were of an emergen- 
cy nature, "and I don't believe we have 
time to waste in advertising for bids 
since spring rains are almost upon us." 


The board approved Brown's recom- 


mendation and said work will begin on 
the two projects shortly. 


Rossetti will replace approximately 70 


feet of sewer in Pleasant Hills Boulevard 
where the Pleasant Hills and Cheryl 
Lane sewer come together. 


Brown said this section of sewer is in 


very bad condition and will be replaced 
with larger, 15-inch pipe in an effort to 
alleviate some of the sewer backup con- 
ditions which have occurred there in the 
past. 


The second part of the Rossetti con- 


tract will deal with the reconstruction of 
the Hale Street sewer north of Colfax 
Street. This section of pipe has also bad- 
ly deteriorated over the years, Brown 
added. 


And due to several inquiries, the board 


publicly reaffirmed their policy that it is 
the responsibility of the resident to main- 
tain the section of sewer line running be- 
tween his house and the connection at 
the street

French in high school is relatively low, 
he said. More students are also losing 
interest in the language and do not wish 
to have instruction. 


New students to the district without 


previous instruction in French find it dif- 
ficult to adjust to the language, Ehringer 
said. There are also limitations imposed 
upon the students by offering only one 
foreign language when they can be ex- 
posed to other languages in high school. 


BASED ON THESE factors, as well as 


basic staffing problems, a majority of 
the members of the administrative and 
curriculum staffs was in favor of dis- 
continuing the five-year program. 


"We're continually adding programs to 


the curriculum but never droppingany," 
Ehringer said. 


Marion Omiatek, director of instruction 


for Dist. 15, explained that educational 
priorities 
have changed considerably 


since the days when the French program 
was first initiated. "We started that pro- 
gram during the Sputnik era when every- 
one was concerned about languages and 
technology. The needs of students have 
changed," he said.

who was probably the first doctor in the 
Chicago area to use the miracle drug 
penicillin In 1944. 


"I had a patient," Jacey recalled the 


event, "who was suffering from a rare 
form of meningitis 


"His name was Joseph Dickman and 


he was 66 years old," the 60-year-old doc- 
tor continued "This was in April, 1944. 
At that time penicillin was used only by 
the Army. I wired to Washington and 
they sent me a million units of the drug 
within an hour. 


"I gave it to my patient who was in a 


coma and he responded favorably. I just 
took a chance because my patient was 
dying and I was grasping for the last 
straw. I knew, because it was used in the 
armed forces that it had a propensity to 
cure meningitis." 


JACEY WAS practicing at the Alexian 


Brothers Hospital, which is now the St 
Alexius Hospital In Elk Grove Village, is 
thought to be the first civilian doctor to 
use the drug available at that time, only 
on consignment from the government. 


He was also the first doctor to use the 


drug in massive doses "After they (the 
army doctors) heard about the use of 
large doses they changed their dose 
schedule," Jacey said 


Within a week after he saved Deck- 


man's fife, Jacey made a house call and 
found a six-year-old girl with acute men- 
ingitis. "After giving Deckman the pem- 


cillin successfully," he explained, "I or- 
dered another million units from the gov- 
ernment I had used half but saved the 
rest I gave this to the cldld in an in- 
travenous injection and that saved her 
life" 


Jacey, a doctor who gambled on a 


drug, has some thoughts on the use of 
drugs in general 


"I think drugs should be used to cure 


disease not to produce disease," he said, 
"promiscuous use of drugs as done now 


u nothing more than a way to produce 
mental and physical illness which, in 
many cases, are transmitted to the off- 
spring of the drug users. 


"It is a folly," Jacey continued, "for 


anyone to feel that drugs will solve any 
emotional problems They only cause you 
to be an addict which compounds the 
problem " 


Jacey, who lives in Plum Grove Es- 


tates, has been practicing medicine since 
1938.

Plan OKd For Next Year 


The opening of Willow Bond School and 


the reorganization of Cnrl Sandburg and 
Plum Grove schools into comprehensive 
junior high schools in the fnll have sev- 
eral boundary changes in Dist. 15 for 
Rolling Meadows residents 


The Dist. 15 board of education ap- 


proved the student assignment plan for 
1971-1972 based on the boundary changes 
at its meeting Wedneday The plan was 
devised so that there will be no splitting 
of families among several schools, other 
than those situations where children are 
at junior high and elementary levels. 


In the development of the student as- 


signment plan, factors taken into consid- 
eration included the housing of all stu- 
dents on a full day schedule for (he en- 
tire year <nn split shifts): the elimination 
of rented classroom facilities at Imma- 
nuel Lutheran and St Paul schools; the

opening of Willow Bend and Lincoln 
schools: the move to the comprehensive 
junior high program; the need to relive 
s e v e r a l high enrollment situations 
throughout the district, and the need to 
allow for continued student growth.

grade K through 5, from Plum Grove 
School to the Willow Bend, Central Road 
and Pleasant Hill schools.

Gmncil Hires 
Special Police 


The Rolling Meadows city council has 


hired 13 special policemen to serve from 
April 15 this year to April 30, 1972. 


According to Aid. William Ahrens, the 


special policemen were hired primarily 
to help direct traffic created by the open- 
ing of Arlington Park Race Track. 


The special officers are John Edward 


Drezen. James Henderson, Donald Ben- 
rendt. Carmen Vinezeano, Edward Cansi- 
dine. Charles Muscarello, James Witmer 
Jr.. John Kurz, Victor Dembrowski, Dan- 
iel Davis, James Witmer. Douglas Lar- 
rson and Robert Hill. 


Police Chief Lewis Case said each pa- 


trolman is paid $10 for each traffic detail 
he works. Two traffic patrols, one at 
about 1 p.m. and another at 5 p.m.. are 
required each racing day. 


Case said the policemen are paid by 


the city and then the city is reimbursed 
by Arlington Park for the service. 


His idea to poll his constituents 


on major issues facing the council 
is a refreshing idea for residents of 
his ward. Boyer further believes 
the poll can be implemented by 
questionnaires which would be fi- 
nanced from his salary as a coun- 
cilman.

town of Willow Bend, Three Fountains 
and Twelve Oaks apartments will be 
transferred to Willow Bend. Cardinal 
Drive will remain at K through 6 school. 


General boundaries of Kimball Hill 


School, will also remain the same as in 
the past, with students from Georgetown, 
Twleve Oaks and Three Fountains trans- 
ferring to Willow Bend. 


THE NEW WILLOW Bend School will 


serve students in the following areas: K 
through five students in Plum Grove Es- 
tates, Forest Estates and Dawn Gate, all 
other families living east of Meaeham 
between Algonquin and Kirchoff but not 
including Creekside, K through six stu- 
dents in Waverly Park, Algonquin Park, 
Three Fountains and Twelve Oaks, that 
part of Surrey Ridge of Arlington 
Heights in Dist. 15, and all children re- 
siding west of Meaeham, east of Quentin, 
south of Illinois and north of Algonquin. 


Sixth-grade students living west of Rte. 


53 will remain at Plum Grove School 
where they will continue in grades seven 
and eight the following years. 


Two basic changes were involved in 


the plan for Central Road School student 
assignment. All children from the Creek- 
side and Plum Grove Countryside areas 
will be transferred from Plum Grove 
School and Pleasant Hill to Central 
Road. Also, the Waverly park students 
formerly at Central Road will be moved 
to Willow Bend. 


The boundaries of Jonas Salk School 


will remain the same, although ele- 
mentary children formerly enrolled at 
Sandburg will be moved to Salk and the 
Algonquin Park Apartments children 
from Salk will attend Willow Bend. Salk 
will be for K through five only. 


SANDBURG SCHOOL, starting in Sep- 


tember, will serve as the junior liigh 
school for all children in Rolling Mead- 
ows east of Rte. 53. This will also include 
all junior high students in the Arlington 
Crest subdivision. Sixth grade students in 
the Salk School area also will attend 
Sandburg. 


Because of the expansion of the junior 


high curriculum to include home eco- 
nomics and industrial arts, more facil- 
ities were needed in the junior highs to 
accommodate only the seventh and 
eighth grade students. 


When Palatine Hill Junior High School 


opens in September 1972 at the Smith 
Street site, both Plum Grove and Sand- 
burg Schools will also become total ju- 
nior highs open to only seventh and 
eighth graders. In addition, part of Win- 
ston Park School in Palatine will be used 
for junior high students.

"This is not another sales gimmick," it 


continues. "On the contrary, we want to 
buy something from you — your honest, 
objective opinions of new products and 
publications." 


World Field Research goes on to offer 


you payment for candid opinions on free 
merchandise and literature. The enclosed 
brochure indicates that prior to 1965, 
field correspondents did not pay for this 
"privilege," and that response was poor. 
Therefore, in order to eliminate the 
"merely curious and lethargic," World 
Field Research asks a $10 registration 
fee. 


LAST SEPTEMBER we decided to 


take the company up on its generous of- 
fer. It took approximately two months 
for the Mineola, Minn., based firm to 
send out the first consumer product: a 
small packet of vitamin C pills. The 
questionnaire card enclosed had five 
simple questions such as, "do you like 
the product?" and whether you would or- 
der it by mail or from a local retailer. 


It seemed that the company had for- 


gotten us by the end of January, 'so we 
sent a letter to World Field Research 


asking for more samples or our money 
returned. In mid-March a second con- 
sumer product arrived: one of those tiny 
lipstick samples like the Avon lady gives 
away. 


Along with the questionnaire was en- 


closed the first reward for our candid 
opinions, a FROM (Field Research Opin- 
ion Money). It is equal to $2 on the pur- 
chase of items from companies which ad- 
vertise that FROM's are accepted. 


IT IS EXPLAINED the FROM can be 


redeemed for $1 in cash. The only catch 
is you must accumulate five of the cou- 
pons before they can be redeemed. At 
our current rate of FROM accumulation, 
this means it will take two and one half 
years to get $5 in cash. 


The merchandise available for a few 


FROM's is varied. There's an ice bucket 
shaped like a golf ball, construction 
worker's hard hat, a zip-away tummy 
bulge girdle men's jackets and cutlery. 
And don't forget that $2 awaits you for 
every new field research correspondent 
you sign up. 


This has been a typical experience of 


fellow panelists across the country, ac- 
cording to the Better Business Bureau. 
The payments average $3 if and when 
products are sent for review, judging 
from complaints received by BBB organ- 
izations. The BBB in Chicago said the 
company's offer has a tendency to con- 


fuse or mislead the public, and therefore 
should be considered "not in the public 
interest" BBB also noted the failure of 
the company to refund the enrollment fee 
to those invoking its money-back guaran- 
tee. 


THE MAGAZINE, Consumer Reports, 


also carried a warning about World Field 
Research in January of this year. It re- 
ported state, local and federal agencies 
have received complaints about the com- 
pany for years. World Field Research 
has also been under investigation by the 
Post Office Department for more than a 
year.

Juvenile Case 
Backlog Down 


The number of pending cases in the 


juvenile division of the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court was reduced by 4,763 during 
1970, according to court officials. 


Figures released Wednesday showed 


the backlog at the end of the year totaled 
1,889. At the beginning of 1970 more than 
6,652 cases were awaiting action. 


The statistics were part of a report to 


Chief Judge John S. Boyle from the juve- 
nile division's presiding judge, William 
Svlvester White. 


White's report said, "Establishment of 


a series of changes with the result that 
the time involved in adjudication and dis- 
position of petitions has been reduced to 
less than 45 days in most cases." He 
added that the number of pending cases, 
was reduced despite a record-breaking 
28,211 new petitions filed in the court. 


White also reported that the average 


number of days juveniles are detained in 
the Audy Home has dropped from 35 to 
28. 


"Despite an increase in the number of 


delinquency petitions filed, the daily av- 
erage population in the Audy Home was 
reduced from 407 in 1969 to 312 in 1970," 
White explained.

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Blackboard 
Schools Taking 
Learning Step 


by MARGE FERROLJ 


Two Palatine schools, one public and 


one parochial, will be making a marked 
move in progressive teaching come Sep- 
tember. 


St Thomas of Villanova and the new 


Lincoln School of Dist. 15 will both be 
initiating building-wide programs of non 
gradixl individual progression teaching 
for the students. Although the actual op- 
eration of the programs and the instruc- 
tional content will differ, the basic con- 
cept of the educational method to be 
used by the two schools will be the same. 


Rather than classifying and separating 


students into .strict grade levels as in the 
traditional way. Lincoln and St. Thomas 
students will be grouped into units ac- 
cording to age and levels of ability. Each 
unit will be taught by a group of teach- 
ers, involving team or unit leaders, regu- 
lar classroom instructors and a number 
of teacher and clerical aides. 


Through such a team approach, the ra- 


tio of adults to students should be great- 
er than in the normal classroom situ- 
ation. The greater number of teachers 
and aides should also provide each stu- 
dent with a larger amount of individual 
attention and instruction. 


AT ST. THOMAS, the 400 students will 


be divided into four basic units in which 
they will be able to work at their own 
speed, unpressured by the competition 
prevalent in a strict graded structure. 
The flexibility provided by a unit system 
for instruction should motivate the chil- 
dren to learn because they want to and 
not because they have to. 


One of 30 Catholic schools in the Chi- 


cago Archdiocese chosen to participate In 
the individual progression program spon- 
sored by the Kettering Foundation of 
Ohio. St. Thomas will offer its students

an innovative education, although in- 
novation us nothing unusual for 
St. 


Thomas curriculum. 


Throughout the current school year St. 


Thomas has operated third and fourth 
grade classrooms under the individual 
progression method, making it the first 
school in the area that has attempted 
such a program on a classroom basis. 


Lincoln School's program represents 


something completely new to public 
school students. Although some teachers 
in Dist. 15 have undoubtedly tried an in- 
dividual progression approach in their 
own classrooms independently, Lincoln's 
program will involve the entire building 
and comes as a recommendation from 
the school board. 


Such a program can be interpreted 


as a positive move toward casting off 
any "conservative" labels that have 
been applied to Dist. 15 regarding its 
c u r r i c u l u m . Although such "con- 
servatism" has kept Dist. 15 in better 
financial shape than any other school dis- 
trict in the area, the individual progress- 
ion program is a timely and important 
change in curriculum.

Phase Out Of French Slated 


French instruction to all students in 


P a 1 a t i n e-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 
schools, except junior high students, will 
be phased out of the district curriculum 
within two years. 


According to a plan approved Wednes- 


day by the Dist. 15 board of education, 
students presently in grade four will con- 
tinue to receive instruction in French in 
grades five and six. However, instruction 
will be discontinued in the fall for all 
students in grade levels lower than four. 


With the discontinuence of French in 


the elementary grades, the board recom- 
mended that junior high French curricu- 
lum be restructured as necessary so that 
two years of concentrated instruction 
will be comparable to the previous 
schedule of five eyars of instruction. 


Besides providing a more concentrated 


French curriculum to junior high stu- 
dents, the board will also explore the 
possibilities of offering the students a va- 
riety of foreign languages. As a step in 
expanding the foreign languages, the dis- 
trict will offer one German class on a 
pilot program basis at the Plum Grove 
School in the fall. 


THE FULL BOARD decision to drop 


elementary instruction of French came 
after lengthy discussion, and some con- 
troversy, among members of the district 
education committee earlier in the week.

According to J. Leslie Ehringer, who 


presented the education committee rec- 
ommendation to the board.the decision to 
drop elementary French was based on a 
rearrangement of social and educational 
priorities. 


The percentage of students who com- 


plete the five-year sequence of French 
instruction in elementary school and who 
qualify 
for 
advanced 
placement 
in 


French in high school is relatively low, 
he said. More students are also losing 
interest in the language and do not wish 
to have instruction. 


New students to the district without 


previous instruction in French find it dif- 
ficult to adjust to the language, Ehringer 
said. There are also limitations imposed 
upon the students by offering only one 
foreign language when they can be ex- 
posed to other languages in high school. 


BASED ON THESE factors, as well as 


basic staffing problems, a majority of 
the members of the administrative and 
curriculum staffs was in favor of dis- 
continuing the five-year program. 


"We're continually adding programs to 


the curriculum but never droppingany," 
Ehringer said. 


Marion Omiatek, director of instruction 


for Dist. 15, explained that educational 
priorities have changed considerably 
since the days when the French program 
was first initiated. "We started that pro- 
gram during the Sputnik era when every- 
one was concerned about languages and 
technology. The needs of students have 
changed," he said.

The Palatine Village Board has ap- 


proved a payment of $12,295 to Rossetti 
Contracting Company for sewer repairs 
along Pleasant Hill Boulevard and Hale 
Street. 


Clayton Brown, chairman of the public 


works committee, said he believed condi- 
tions in these areas were of an emergen- 
cy nature, "and I don't believe we have 
time to waste in advertising for bids 
since spring rains are almost upon us."

A cold floor can be a brand new experience. 


A Special School For Special Kids 


Happiness is a new accomplishment. 


BY WANDALYN RICE 


A school day is crammed full for the 


children in the two special classes at 
Dwyer School in Arlington Heights. 


Besides the classwork, there is physi- 


cal therapy prescribed by each child's 
doctor and the effort of doing the small 
things that are easy for others. 


"For these kids you have to make time 


for things like walking properly," one 
teacher explained on a recent morning. 
While she spoke, several of her students 
waited for recess to end and rolled a ball 
back and forth on the floor between 
them. 


The ball rolled past one small boy and 


out into the hall. The boy crawled out to 
retrieve it, dragging his paralyzed legs 
behind him. 


The boy is one of the students in the 


two physically handicapped classes at 
Dwyer. The children, all of normal in- 
telligence, have a variety of physical ail- 
ments ranging from cerebral palsy to 
rare birth defects and diseases. 


"Some of the children are unique. We 


have one who is the only case of the kind 
in the country," Sonja Clary, program 
supervisor for the Northwest Suburban 
S p e c i a l E d u c a t i o n Organization 
(NSSEO), explained. 


Under state law the children can start 


school at the age of 3, two years before 
the ordinary school age, she said. That 
way they get a headstart on the work 
they need to do to overcome their handi- 
caps. 


"We have to work through physical 


problems in some cases, before a child 
can hold a pencil. If they started in kin- 
dergarten, they couldn't catch up," she 
said. 


Also, the children are often absent for 


long periods when they must be hospital- 
ized, she said. Moments later, she point- 
ed out a little boy, his leg and hip en- 
cased in a cast, sliding down the hall on 
a scooter board. 


"That's from his 14th operation. He is 


fietung the cast off today and he's very 
happy about it," she said. 


The physically handicapped program 


was begun two years ago by NSSEO and 
Arlingion Heights Dist. 25. The first year 
it was housed in a local church and this 
year was moved to Dv/yer, said Todd 
Fouty, director of special education for 
Dist. 25. 


Next year the program will be moved 


again, to a newly completed four-class- 
room pod at Berkley School, he said. 


The program is one of several special 


education programs administered by in- 
d i v i d u a l districts which belong to 
NSSEO, a cooperative of al! ten North- 
west Suburban school districts, Fouty 
said. 


Other NSSEO programs administered 


by school districts include programs for 
the blind, partially sighted and deaf, he 
said. 


Dist. 25 provides the space for the 


physically handicapped program and re- 
ceives both state aid and tuition from 
other districts to help finance it, he said. 


Each district with a child hi the pro- 


gram pays a certain amount for each 
day the child attends school, he said. 


When the program is moved to Berkley 


School next year, Fouty added, a third 
class for children to intermediate grades 
will be added. 


Next year Dwyer School will be rented 


by NSSEO and will house a program ad- 
ministered by the cooperative rather 
than by any individual district. 


Children now in the physically handi- 


capped program are assigned to either a 
pre-school or a primary grade class- 
room. In addition, each child spends time 
in the specially equipped physical thera- 
py room with the therapist, June Toot. 


The pre-school children, most aged 3 to 


5, concentrate on becoming independent 
a n d developing 
motor 
coordination, 


Joyce Kohler, their teacher, explained. 


"I also teach academics," she said. "I 


want to give them a head start before 
they go into kindergarten, even if it only 
lasts for a month or so when they get 
there." 


She shows the children how to over- 


come their handicaps by using certain 
patterns of movements so they can get 
around by themselves, she said. 


"Most of them have had things done 


for them " she said. "If I can get them 
to be responsible on their own, they will 
function well for the rest of their lives." 


At the beginning of the year she had 


each child lie down on a piece of paper 
while she drew their silhouettes. 


"If a child is paralyzed he may not 


realize he has two sides to his body. The 
pictures helped the children with their 
body images," she said. 


Also, Mrs. Kohler said, the school days 


give the children a chance to learn to get 


along with others and to discover the 
world. "These children can't just run 
outside and play," she said. "They have 
often never found a blade of grass or had 
the experience 
of pulling themselves 


across a cold floor. I try to give them as 
many different experiences as possible." 


As the children progress to Kathy 


McGee's primary room, the key becomes 
to integrate them as much as possible 
into the regular kindergarten, first and 
second grade classes in Dwyer. 


About half the primary age children 


are in regular classes for half-days or 
full-days, Mrs. McGee said, and return to 
the physically handicapped class for re- 
cess or when they need special help. 


"If a child has a problem, a learning 


disability or something, it's my problem, 
not the classroom teacher's," she said. 


The neighborhood children who attend 


Dwyer were given a tour of the physical 
therapy room and the classrooms at the 
beginning of the year and have been 
"just great," Mrs. McGee said. 


"They asked questions about why some 


of the children had to wear braces, but 
now it is just like any other kid who 
wears glasses," she said. "The only 
thing we had a problem with is they 
tended to mother the kids at first." 


And the other teachers at Dwyer she 


said, quickly adapted to having the hand- 
icapped children in their classes. "Once 
they find out what our kids are like they 
don't want to give them back." 
Well, whaddya know!

He rings the doorbell, shoebox tucked 


under his arm and a bag of potato chips 
in his hand 


That's all the equipment he needs for 


his part-limp job The paper, pencils and 
other surprises in the box should amuse 
his charges, and the snack will keep him 
happy after they're all tucked away in 
bed 


He's the baby-sitter — a graduate of 


the baby-sitting instruction course spon- 
sored by the Mount Prospect Park Dis- 
trict and taught by Pat Phillips of 
Schaumburg. 


In a week, 23 seventh and eighth gra- 


ders will graduate from the five-week 
course preparing them for many of the 
possible crises of baby-sitting — from 
serious injury, to drying a few tears. 
Three boys and 20 girls have learned just 
what it means to be responsible for chil- 
dren and what they should do to earn 
their hourly fee 


"WE STKESS safety first." said Mrs. 


Phillips, who spent many nights of her 
own high school career taking care of 
other prople's children. 


As part of stressing safety first, Mrs. 


Phillips asked a Mount Prospect police- 
man to talk to her students about locking 
doors and about problem phone calls. 
"He showed a film, explained about not 
answering the door and emphasized that 
doors and windows should always be 
checked," she said. "He also made sure 
the kids know they can call the police if 
they have to make a difficult decision." 


She said her students asked a lot of 


good questions and were always con- 
cerned about the burglar who breaks in. 
"As the policeman told them. by.that 
time it's a little bit late so they should 
just keep quiet." said Mrs. Phillips. 


Students also learned what to do in 


case their charges are seriously injured, 
and how to administer first aid. Substi- 
tuting dolls and teddy bears for babies, 
they practiced infant care. This week the 
class will tour the emergency room at 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights to learn what is involved 
in emergency treatment. 


Besides safety. Mrs. Phillips and her 


students have talked about babysitting 
techniques and even what to charge.

Trails Pool 
To Open In 
Early June 


River Trails Park District commission- 


ers are readying the district's swimming 
pool at Euclid Avenue and Sycamore 
Lane for an opening date sometime in 
June. 


This is the first year the pool will be 


open for the entire summer swimming 
season. Built last year at a cost of sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars, it was not 
completed until August. Park officials 
were able to open the pool for a short 
time at the end of last summer, however. 


Marvin Weiss, park district recreation 


director, said the pool's opening this year 
would be timed to coincide with the close 
of schools. "Right now we're putting the 
finishing touches on the things they 
didn't do last year," he said. Grading 
and seeding as well as some painting is 
under way. 


Weiss said that contractors are now 


working to repair a leak, caused by a 
cracked pipe at the bottom of the pool. 
He said there was "no possibility" this 
would hold up the pool's opening date. 


RECENTLY THE park district ap- 


proved a fee schedule for pool usage next 
summer both by residents and nonresi- 
dents of the park district. 


For residents, season tokens will cost 


$10 for each child up to eighth grade. The 
cost is $12 for a single adult. Family 
prices range from $20 for a family of two 
to $25 for a family of seven or more. 


For nonresident children in the eighth 


grade or below, the fee is $15; for single 
adults, it is $18; and for nonresident 
families the prices range from $30 to $40. 
Park commissioners pointed out, how- 
ever that nonresident prices were subject 
to change. 


Daily resident rates are $1 for adults 


and 75 cents for children. Weekends and 
holidays the rates are increased to $1.50 
for adults. 


Again this year swimming lessons and 


lifesaving classes will be held. Swim- 
ming lessons for "children who have 
completed the first grade and up" will 
cost $4 per session. There will be two 
four-week sessions. Classes will be h£ld 
three days a week.

"We can save $5 billion in costs by 


those changes alone," he said, adding 
that the President has asked him to be 
the principal sponsor of the reorganiza- 
tion legislation 


Percy indicated that both the reorgani- 


zation of departments and revenue shar- 
ing would eliminate much of the bureau- 
cratic delays that confront state and lo- 
cal governments in seeking help from the 
federal government." 


"We load our people down with forms 


to fill out and we procrastinate and de- 
lay," he said of the federal government. 
"By the time a dollar goes from here to 
Washington and comes back you're lucky 
if you get a couple of pennies back. The 
layer of overhead has eaten it all up."

Babysitting Clinic Stresses Safety First

He rings the doorbell, shoebox tucked 


under his arm and a bag of potato chips 
in his land. 


That's all the equipment he needs for 


his part-time job. The paper, pencils and 
other surprises in the box should amuse 
his charges, and the snack will keep him 
happy after they're all tucked away in 
bed. 


He's the baby-sitter — a graduate of 


the baby-sitting instruction course spon- 
sored by the Mount Prospect Park Dis- 
trict and taught by Pat Phillips of 
Schaumburg. 


Fn a week, 23 seventh and eighth gra- 


ders will graduate from the five-week 
course preparing them for many of the 
possible crises of baby-sitting — from 
serious injury, to drying a {ew tears. 
Three boys and 20 girls have learned just 
what it means to be responsible for chil- 
dren and what they should do to earn 
their hourly fee. 


"WE STKESS safety first," said Mrs. 


Phillips, who spent many nights of her 
own high school career taking care of 
other prople's children. 


As part of stressing safety first, Mrs. 


Phillips asked a Mount Prospect police- 
man to talk to her students about locking 
doors and about problem phone calls. 


"He showed a film, explained about not 
answering the door and emphasized that 
doors and windows should always be' 
checked," she said. "He also made sure 
the kids know they can call the police if 


they have to make a difficult decision." 
in emergency treatment. 


She said her students asked a lot of 


good questions and were always con- 
cerned about the burglar who breaks in. 
"As the policeman told them, by that 
time it's a little bit late so they should 
just keep quiet," said Mrs. Phillips. 


Students also learned what to do in 


case their charges are seriously injured, 
and how to administer first aid. Substi- 
tuting dolls and teddy bears for babies, 
they practiced infant care. This week the 
class will tour the emergency room at 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights to learn what is involved

Besides safety, Mrs. Phillips and her 


students have talked about babysitting 
techniques and even what to charge. 
"Most of them are still sitting in the 50- 
cent bracket," said the instructor. "If 
they think they are being underpaid, I 
tell them not to sit there any more." 


THE PROSPECTIVE sitters and Mrs. 


Phillips agree that the hardest part of 
the job is not just getting the kids to bed 
but keeping them there. 


"I tell them it's just a matter of tim- 


ing," said Mrs. Phillips, who has two 
children of her own who need baby-sit- 
ters when their parents aren't home. 
"Once he gets them used to the idea, the 
sitter can bribe them into going to bed." 
Mrs. Phillips has taught her sitters 
serveral paper tricks and even advised 
them to visit novelty shops for sleeping 
bribes. 


That's what's in the shoebox. Also in 


the "baby-sitting kit" are paper for tak- 
ing phone messages and notes for jotting 
down pertinent information from the par- 
ents. 


"The kids are a little young but are 


still at an age where they learn and are 
comfortable with taking care of kids," 
said Mrs. Phillips. 


The students will now be placed on a 


list available to park district residents 
who want to hire the sitters. 


"It's important to know you've got a 


good sitter who knows what to do," said 
Mrs. Phillips, who said she's had quite a 
few bad ones. "Besides that, I told them 
to bring their own food." 


County Tax 
Bills Late 


Cook County officials hinted last week 


their drive to have 1970 property tax bills 
in the mail by the end of May will be 
unsuccessful. 


The reports supported suspicion last 


month that bills would be 90 days behind 
the normal March 30 deadline. 


Officials at that time had conceded the 


delay would be at least 60 days but ex- 
pressed confidence they could complete 
their work in time for a May 31 mailing 
of the bills. 


Because tax bills would not be ready 


by May 31, the county will have to wait 
until June 30 to mail them under require- 
ments of state law. The first installment 
day, therefore, will not be until August 1. 


"We still shooting for a July 1 penalty 


date," said one official, "but frankly. I 
don't see how we can do it." 


A delay in part was caused by a high 


number of cases before the board of tax 
appeals. Spokesmen for the board last 
month predicted all cases would have 
been heard by the first week in April, but 
as of last week the board still had seven 
cases to go. 


Board member Harry Semrow said he 


expected action would be completed not 
later than the beginning of next week. 


When the appeals board winds up its 


w o r k , tax rolls must undergo a 
long, complicated process before bills 
can be prepared. Included in this process 
is determination of the "equalization fac- 
tor" by the Illinois Department of Gov- 
ernment Affairs — a task requiring two 
to three weeks. 


In addition, work to be completed by 


the assessor's office, the county clerk 
and the county treasurer,, wiH require 
several weeks. Most top officials, mean- 
while still decline to confirm the 90 day 
delay. 


County Treasurer Bernard J. Korzen 


remarked, "Right now, they're bouncinb 
between July 1 and August 1 penalty 
dates." He and other officials blamed the 
delay on appeal cases involving adjust- 
ing assessments on downtown Chicago 
buildings.

Percy said local governments have the 


manpower, ideas, and are closer to the 
people but that they have no funds be- 
cause the federal government has the in- 
come tax which takes money away from 
them. 


"They (local governments) are left 


with the property tax and sales tax," he 
said. 


"We ought to take off the sales tax on 


food and drugs," he asserted, adding 
that property taxes have reached the 
limit. 


Sales and property taxes "increase 5 


per cent in gross revenue but local ser- 
vice needs increase 15 to 20 per cent ev- 


ery year," he said. 


He said the federal government should 


rebate to cities and states the monies it 
collects from income taxes. 


Percy said $16 billion has been prom- 


ised in the first year of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because the president has 
faith in local government. However, rev- 
enue sharing has not been approved by 
Congress. 


"Let's have faith in local govern- 


ment," he said. "Let's have faith we 
don't have to do everything on a national 
basis." 


Percy said revenue sharing is one of 


two reforms the Nixon administration 
plans in its reorganization of the federal 
government. The other is to consolidate 
federal departments, reducing them to 
four: community development, 
human 


resources, natural resources, and eco- 
nomic activity. 


"We can save $5 billion in costs by 


those changes alone," he said, adding 
tha't the President has asked him to be 
the principal sponsor of the reorganiza- 
tion legislation. 


Percy indicated that both the reorgani- 


zation of departments and revenue shar- 
ing would eliminate much of the bureau- 
cratic delays that confront state and lo- 
cal governments in seeking help from the 
federal government." 


"We load our people down with forms 


to fill out and we procrastinate and de- 
lay," he said of the federal government. 
"By the time a dollar goes from here to 
Washington and comes back you're lucky 
if you get a couple of pennies back. The 
layer of overhead has eaten it all up."

PTA resolution urging changes in the re- 
quirements for volunteer teachers' aides 
will get a practice run tonight before 
area PTAs. 


Delegates from the Mount Prospect 


Dist. 57 PTA will present the resolution 
before representatives of other North- 
west suburban PTAs at a mock state 
convention in Schaumburg. The resolu- 
tion will be presented later this month at 
the actual state PTA convention in Chi- 
cago. 


Lions Park principal Robert Ferguson 


will present the resolution and Gary 
Sams, Lions PTA legislative chairman, 
will speak in favor of its acceptance. 
Two delegates from other PTAs have 
been assigned to talk against adoption of 
the resolution. 


"This is to give us an idea of what 


might come up against the resolution at 


the state convention so we can be pre- 
pared for it," said Mrs. Donald Hellik- 
son, Lions Park PTA president. "This is 
strictly practice, and no action will be 
taken." 


THE RESOLUTION, which calls for 


elimination of the requirement of 30 col- 
lege semester hours of credit for aides 
who help instruct children, has been sent 
to the Illinois Congress of Parents and 
Teachers (ICPT). The ICPT, a PTA lob- 
by in Springfield, will decide if it will 
present the resolution to the state con- 
vention April 28, 29 and 30. H not, the 
Lions Park delegates will present it 
themselves. 


The resolution asks the state superin- 


tendent of schools public instruction to 
reinterpret the requirements for both 
paid and nonpaid teacher aides. The Illi- 
nois School Code gives him the authority 
to set the requirements, whether aides 


help instruct children or perform clerical 
duties. 


According to the most recent inter- 


pretation made in 1968 under Ray Page, 
a volunteer must have 30 hours as well 
as good character, good health, an an- 
nual chest X-ray, and U.S. citizenship to 
help instruct. They also must work under 
the direct supervision of a certified 
teacher. 


No interpretation has been received 


from Michael Bakalis, the superintendent 
of public instruction who recently suc- 
ceeded Page.

One Year Later—Viator Issue Still Burning 


(Editor's Note: The following is the 


first of a Herald series entitled, "The Vi- 
atorian Proposal: One Year Later.") 


by SANDRA BROWNING 


Although the fuse had been burning for 


a long time, a year and a day ago was 
the first explosion of the issue of low and 
moderate-income housing in Arlington 
Heights. 


On April 18, 1970, a citizens group 


asked the Catholic Order of the Clerics of 
St. Viator to use part of its land in Ar- 
lington Heights to build housing for 
people of 
low and moderate-income 


ranges. The citizens group is known as 
the 
Concerned 
Metropolitan Citizens 


Committee <CMCC>. 


Shock waves from that explosion a 


year later are still reverberating, not 
only in Arlington Heights but throughout 
the Northwest suburbs. 


THE ONE-YEAR anniversary falls just 


a few days before the second hearing on 
the proposed development of 15 acres of 
the Viatorian property. The site for the 
project fronts on Euclid Avenue, between 
Drury Lane and Dryden Avenue. The de- 
velopment is designed to be rented to 
people of "moderate" income, generally 
described as families earning between 
$0.000 and $14.000 a year. 


The hearing Is a continuation of the 


Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission's 


meeting held March 3 at Forest View 
High School. More than 700 people at- 
tended the meeting, which was continued 
until 8 p.m. Wednesday in the auditorium 
at John Hersey High School, 1900 E. 


Thomas St., Arlington Heights. 


This week's hearing marks only the 


second time which the village govern- 
ment has been confronted with the spe- 
cific Viatorian proposal presented by the 
developer. Metropolitan Housing Devel- 
opment Corporation (MHDC). 


The time lapse between the original 


request and the second hearing on the 
proposal for the Viatorian land is ac- 
counted for in many ways. 


NO DECISION ABOUT using the land 


for low and moderate-income housing 
was reached by the Clerics until June 19. 
At that time, the Viatorians announced 
they would use 15 acres of their land for 
"low, moderate and upper-income" hous- 
ing. 


Between the time of the request and 


the announcement of the Viatorians' de- 
cisions, things weren't actually quiet. 


By April 29, a little more than 10 days 


after the CMCC's request was made pub- 
lic, residents living in one area near the 
Viatorian land formed the Arlington Es- 
tates Homeowners Association and held 
their first meeting. This group has since 
been very active in opposing the project. 
Its main spokesman has been Howard 
Kagay, president of the association. 


By May 20, the Viatorians released a 


statement explaining what they felt to be 
their obligations in reaching a decision 
on using their land for housing. These 
obligations were: to their own order, to 
the community and to those people who 
need housing. 


Two months after CMCC's request, the 


Viatorians announced their decision to 


set aside 15 acres. From that point in 
mid-June until October, activities includ- 
ed CMCC's announcing its criteria to be 
used in the housing project, a march by 
area citizens from Elk Grove Village to 
Arlington Heights to dramatize the need 
for housing and a public meeting on 
housing, which drew an audience of 
about 250 people to Forest View High 
School. 


ALSO, IN JULY, the Arlington Estates 


Homeowners Association meeting drew a 
crowd of about 150 people. One of the 


group's officers outlined the reasons for 
the group's opposition to the proposal. 


These reasons included: the possible 


future ramifications of zoning changes; 
the effect of placing multi-family housing 
in a single-family area with regard to 
decreasing property values; the prob- 
lems of assimilating lower income fami- 
lies into a high-cost area; and the feasi- 
bility of other rgutes available to provide 
better housing for low-income families.

Percy Backs Revenue Sharing Plan 


Illinois Republican Sen. Charles Percy 


Saturday spoke in support of President 
Nixon's federal revenue sharing pro- 
gram. 


"An alliance for partnership" with 


mayors, governors, and citizens, he 
called it. 


Revenue sharing is a proposal in which 


the federal government would share its 
monies with state and local govern- 
ments. 


He said the federal government should 


do the "one thing" it does efficiently — 
collect taxes — and redistribute the 
monies to state and local governments. 


"We have 50 laboratories in 50 states," 


he said. "Let them try different things." 


"Give us the power to have the money 


back and let's make the decisions right 
here as to what's best for us," he said. 


Percy spoke at the dedication of the 


Elk Grove Village Municipal Complex 
where he congratulated the suburb's 
president. Jack Pahl, chairman of the Il- 
linois Municipal League's revenue shar- 
ing committee, for spearheading the 
president's program in the state. 


Percy said local governments have the 


manpower, ideas, and are closer to the 
people but that they have no funds be- 
cause the federal government has the in- 
come tax which takes money away from 
them. 


"They (local governments) are left 


with the property tax and sales tax," he 
said. 


"We ought to take off the sales tax on 


food and drugs." he asserted, adding 
that property taxes have reached the 
limit. 


Sales and property taxes "increase 5 


per cent in gross revenue but local ser- 


vice needs increase 15 to 20 per cent ev- 
ery year," he said. 


He said the federal government should 


rebate to cities and states the monies it 
collects from income taxes. 


Percy said $16 billion has been prom- 


ised in the first year of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because the president has 
faith in local government. However, rev- 
enue sharing has not been approved by 
Conrress. 


"Let's have faith in local govern- 


ment," he said. "Let's have faith we 


don't have to do everything on a national 
basis." 


Percy said revenue sharing is one of 


two reforms the Nixon administration 
plans in its reorganization of the federal 
government. The other is to consolidate 
federal departments, reducing them to 
four: community development, human 
resources, natural resources, and eco- 
nomic activity. 


"We can save $5 billion in costs by 


those changes alone," he said, adding 
that the President has asked him to be 
the principal sponsor of the reorganiza- 


tion legislation. 


Percy indicated that both the reorgani- 


zation of departments and revenue shar- 
ing would eliminate much of the bureau- 
cratic delays that confront state and lo- 
cal governments in seeking help from the 
federal government." 


"We load our people down with forms 


to fill out and we procrastinate and de- 
lay," he said of the federal government. 
"By the time a dollar goes from here to 
Washington and comes back you're lucky 
if you get a couple of pennies back. The 
layer of overhead has eaten it all up." 


Magistrate Richard H. Jorzak, circuit 


court judge, ordered a pre-sentence in- 
vestigation after Coney's attorney pre- 
sented an application for probation. Sen- 
tencing is scheduled for May 13.

them for approval. 


During a committee of the whole meet-

HOWEVER, BEFORE this meeting 


could be held, members of CMCC ap- 
peared before the village board. In a 
strategy move, CMCC asked the village 
board to revise its existing apartment 
policy. 


The amendment to the policy would 


have meant effectively exempting low 
and moderate-income housing from loca- 
tion restrictions set forth in existing vil- 
lage policy. This amendment would have 
made an easy path for approval of the 
Viatorian project, which proposes putting 
multi-family zoning in the midst of 
single-family homes. 


Although the amendment was not ap- 


proved by the village board, the meeting 
marked the beginning of another trend in

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Mrs. Sopkin To Demand Recount In Oakton Election

Doris Sopkin of Skokie will demand a 


vote recount Tuesday in a challenge to 
the 
narrow margin election 
of Des 


Plaines resident Stephen Loslta to the 
Oakton Community College board. 


In other developments, the Herald has 


learned exclusively: 


—Board member Meyer Kamin of 


Skokie apparently had urged a promi- 
nent Skoki* woman to run for the Oakton 
board la what may be what the woman 
termed a "manipulative effort" to defeat 
Mrs. Sopkin by splitting the Skokie vote. 


—Mrs. Sopkin also has charged that 


two board members and Loska have met 
and decided to oust William Koehnline, 
Oakton president, because of his liberal 
views. This charge has been denied by 
Loska and the board members. 


—Raymond Hartstein will apparently 


not seek reelection as board chairman 
because a conservative board majority, 
which will not support him, has been 


created by Loska's election, according to 
sources who asked not to be identified. 


Official board canvass of the election 


will be held at the Tuesday night board 
meeting. Unofficial tallies from the April 
10 election indicate that Loska defeated 
Mrs. Sopkin by 105 votes. 


Incumbent Griff MacDonald of Park 


Ridge received 3,653 votes; Loska, 2,892; 
incumbent Mrs. Sopkin, 2,789, and Sher- 
win "Larry" King a Skokie resident and 
official of Harper College in Palatine, 
1,803, mainly from Skokie and Lincoln- 
wood. 


In the four-candidate campaign for two 


board seats, unofficial winners, Loska 
and MacDonald sought more representa- 
tion for Maine Township, the more con- 
servative of the two townships in the dis- 
trict, because only two of seven board 
members were elected from Maine in 
1969, in the first board election of the 
new junior college district. 


Exclusive 


MacDonald, Kamin, and Milton Fal- 


koff, considered board conservatives, 
have conflicted with the Oakton adminis- 
tration on business practices and admin- 
istration handling of a student newspaper 
controversy. 


Mrs. Sopkin told the Herald she will 


seek a recount because of irregularities 
which she said include the possibility of 
missing votes, lack of poll watchers, the 
lack of spoiled or defective ballots in 
some precincts, and the need to recall 
judges who had forgotten to sign vote tal- 
ly certificates. 


Hartstein told the Herald, the "election 


was well handled," and legally sound. 
Board attorney Joseph Murphy said 


judges were called back to Oakton as 
late as 2:30 a.m. on election night to sign 
certificates. 


Mrs. Evelyn Rosenzweig of Skokie a 


prominent leader in the movement to 
create the junior college district and an 
unsuccessful independent candidate in 
the April 10 Niles Township high school 
board race, said she had been urged to 
run for an Oakton board seat by Kamin 
and Roland Moore, Jr., publisher of 
Niles Township community newspapers. 
Moore endorsed Loska and MacDonald 
before the election. 


Mrs. Rosenzweig said Kamin and 


Moore invited her out for breakfast be- 
fore the deadline for filing candidate pe- 
titions. 


They urged her to run, she said, and at 


first she was flattered by the suggestion. 


However, she said, she realized her 


first interest was the high school board, 
that she could not win the Oakton seat, 


and that she "would only help to defeat 
Mrs. Sopkin." 


She did not speak out about the Kamin 


suggestion because she didn't want to in- 
terfere with her campaign for a high 
school board seat, she said. 


Kamin told the Herald he discussed 


running for the board with Mrs. Rosen- 
zweig and then "left it up to her." He 
said she is well qualified and that he did 
not urge her to run on the basis of split- 
ting the Skokie vote. 


Larry King, contacted Friday by the 


Herald in New Orleans where he is at- 
tending a professional conference, said 
he has never met Kamin. 


He said he knew he could not Win, but 


decided to run with the thought of split- 
ting the Skokie vote and defeating Mrs. 
Sopkin. 


In an interview, Mrs. Sopkin charged 


MacDonald, Kamin and Loska have met 


and decided to oust school president 
Koehnline. 


MacDonald, Kamin and Loska denied 


having a meeting or deciding to oust 
Koehnline and MacDonald said Mrs. 
Sopkin's charges 
sound like 
"sour 


grapes." 


MacDonald and Kamin said they would 


make a decision on retaining Koehnline 
if it came to a vote. 


Also, it is felt among high Oakton 


sources that Hartstein will not seek re- 
election as board chairman because he 
no longer has the support of the majority 
with the defeat of Sopkin and election of 
Loska. 


Hartstein told the Herald Friday that 


he has not yet decided whether to seek a 
second term as board chairman. 


New officers will be selected Tuesday 


after the official canvass and seating of 
the new board member.

When 200 Kids Got Together 


'It Wasn 't 
Anything Like 
Woodstock'

Gary Sohmers. who is 18 years old and 


lives in Des Plaines. said he gathered 
with friends in the Northwestern Woods 
Easter Sunday. 


Each day. Sohmers said, he and his 100 


to 200 friends gathered in the woods on 
Campground Road in Des Plaines. to 
have a picnic, played ball and just en- 
joyed the nice weather in the park. 


And each day. Sohmers said, the group 


left the park by 11 p.m when the park 
closed. 


But this peaceful routine was broken 


E a s t e r Sunday night, when forest 
rangers decided to close the park early 
and the youths decided to stay. 


Cook County Sheriff's Police and Des 


Plaines police were summoned to the 
woods, and according to several of the 
youths at the woods that Sunday night 
the sheriff's police beat one boy. 18-year- 
old Mike Pontarelli of Des Plaines. and 
arrested Pontarelli along wtih Nicolas 
Fininis Jr.. 17. of Des Plaines, and Bruce 
Corr. 17, of Morton Grove. 


Pontarelli was charged with resisting 


arrest, disorderly conduct and aggra- 
vated battery. The other two boys were 
charged with disorderly conduct. 


THERE ARE several versions of what 


happened in the Woods that Sunday night 
and the events that, according to police, 
led up to it. 


According to Sohmers and a friend, 


Bill Erdman, who also lives in Des 
Plaines and was at the park every day 
that week, the Cook County Forest 
Rangers would come by. "They were 
friendly and nice and they said as long 
as we kept the place clean we could stay 
there until the park closed at 11." 


The Des Plaines police came by the 


woods every day that week too, accord- 
ing to Sohmers. "They stopped and were 
friendly. They told us not to have any 
fires in the field —only in the pavilion. 
We listened to them and everything was 
fine." 


According to Des Plaines police, there 


was trouble in the Northwestern Woods 
area early Friday morning and Saturday 
night. 


Shortly after midnight Friday, accord- 


ing to police reports, James Shanahan, 
20, of 1576 Forest Ave., was arrested in 
the Northwestern Woods and charged 
with battery, resisting arrest and posses- 
sion of liquor by a minor. 


Shanahan allegedly struck a Des 


Plaines policeman in the nose while he 
was being arrested. 


LAST YEAR IN Deer Grove Forest Preserves just outside 
of Palatine, police checked everyone who went into the 
park. Large groups of young people had been gathering 


in Deer G^ove, but the Forest Rangers said the area 
could not accommodate such large numbers of people. 


Then, on Saturday night, according to 


police reports, a group of youths stood on 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks, near the Northwestern Woods, 
and threw rocks through the back win- 
dows of the Sondag Chevrolet building. 
The report said 23 windows were broken 
at about 8:40 p.m. and 11 more windows 
were broken at about 9:43 p.m. No one 
was arrested. 


GARY SOHMERS, who was in the 


Northwestern Woods those nights, said a 
group of people his friends didn't know 
came into the Woods Thursday night and 
built a fire in the field. 


Sohmers said he asked the group to put 


out the fire but they didn't. He added 
that the group was drinking beer. Soh- 
mers also said he and his friends knew 
nothing about the broken windows. 


On Easter Sunday a group of young 


people gathered again in the North- 
western Woods. According to Sohmers 
there were about 200 kids there. "We had 


a nice Softball game and a good time." 
He said a forest ranger came by in the 
late afternoon and told some members of 
the group that they would have to leave 
the park at 7:30 that night. "We asked 
him why and he said he didn't know but 
that the park would close." 


The forest ranger, Sam Canelstein, 


said he told the youths at 4:30 p.m. Sun- 
day they would have to leave the park by 
7:30. He said the group did not have a 
permit and said the department had de- 
cided to close the park early that night to 
prevent any problems. 


Sohmers said he and his friends de- 


cided to stay in the park in spite of Ca- 
nelstein's request that they leave. 


THERE ARE conflicting reports about 


what happened in the park next. 


According to sheriff's police. Canel- 


stein called and said a large crowd of 
youths were causing a disturbance in the 
woods. He asked the county for assis- 
tance and five sheriff's cars were sent to 


the park to assist the rangers. 


The sheriff's police report said most of 


the youths left peacefully but a large 
contingent gathered and shouted obsce- 
nities at the police. The report said three 
of those youths were arrested for dis- 
orderly conduct and the report said one 
ports, eight two-man sheriff's police 
squads with policemen from the County's 
tactical unit were on the scene and two 
Des Plaines squad cars with a total of 
three men were dispatched. 


Des Plaines police reports said the po- 


lice was to take some youths who were 
moving away back to the main group of 
kids. 


Des Plaines reports also said that one- 


half of the county units searched occu- 
pants of parked cars and the others went 
into the woods and advised all parties to 
leave the area. There was some shouting 
of obscenities and shouts of "let's jump

Windoivless 
School Wins 
Top Aivard 


A Des Plaines answer to noise pollu- 


tion has won a national award. 


Iroquois Junior High School, 1836 E. 


Touhy. has won the "Modern School 
Award" from a national education maga- 
zine. "Modern Schools." 


The school was honored because it is 


"Surviving the 747," the noise from jets 
on their way to and from O'Hare, the 
world's busiest airport. 


Iroquois is a windowless school with an 


electrically controlled heating and cool- 
ing system, meant to keep out the noise, 
according to Des Plaines School Dist. 62 
officials. 


The 18-classroom building, which 


serves about 500 students, was completed 
in November, 1967. It was designed by a 
Chicago architectural firm, Charles H. 
Dornbusch. Cone and Dornbusch. 


Unlike another Des Plaines school 


along the flight pattern, classes don't 
have to stop whenever a jumbo jet goes 
by, according to Robert Klein, Iroquois 
principal. 


And besides being soundproof, the con- 


trolled environment within the school ac- 
tually has better ventilation than the typ- 
ical school with windows, according to 
Harold Brieschke, district business man- 
ager. 


The school has two adjoining 
rec- 


tangles to cut down on the amount of 
outside walls. The building is well lit 
with fluorescent lamps in classrooms, 
and mercury lamps in the gymnasium. 


The lights are used as a source of heat 


for the school. Fans are used to draw air 
through the 'light fixtures. This air is 
c o o l e d or w a r m e d , then it is 
cooled or warmed, then it is pumped 
back through ducts to classrooms, of- 
ficials said. 


Wall decorations and colors, and light- 


ing combinations, are used to draw the 
attention of students away from the lack 
of windows, officials said. 


Iroquois is one of the first schools in 


the country to provide this kind of con- 
trolled environment. Klein said. 


Students at Iroquois, like other junior 


high students in Des Plaines schools, 
learn in science classes about ecology, 
environment and, of course, noise pollu- 
tion, he said.

pocket. $10 from Mayor Herbert Behrel 
and $50 from City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 
nnrrli Abrams' spending as of April 12 
totaled $91259 This amount included 


$762 in printing which, according to Rich- 
ard Hall, one of Abrams' backers, was 
purchased at Bilan Litho Co., of Chicago, 
which is beaded by William Schenk, also 
an Abrams supporter. 


Abrams has also pledged a final ac- 


counting of his campaign finances after 
the election.

the pigs" according to the reports. 


ACCORDING TO Sohmers and Erd- 


man, at about 8 p.m. there were three 
D«<i Plalnes squads — parked at each 
end of the Woods' parking lot, and two 
forest ranger cars came accompanied by 
six to nine Cook County cars. 


"They pulled into the parking lot with 


their head lights on." Sohmers said. 
"They filled up the whole parking lot. 
They told us all to leave through a loud 
speaker and as they told us they blocked 
the exits. Then the sheriff's police dis- 
bursed all over the park and herded all 
the kids into the parking lot. 


"They had their clubs out," Sohmers 


continued, "and they pushed people 
around and searched people and asked 
for IDs. One person, Mike Pontarelli, 
walked by while a policeman was search- 
ing another guy. He asked "what was 
going on and the policeman said none of 
your business and then the policeman 
poked him in the stomach with his club." 


Sohmers and Erdman both said they 


then saw the policeman grab Pontarelli 
and throw him into a tree and then onto 
the ground. They said two officers start- 
ed beating Pontarelli with clubs and then 
they kicked him. 


"When he tried to get away," Erdman 


said* "they said he was resisting arrest 
and they yelled "get him" and four other 
policemen jumped on him and they beat 
him with their clubs and then handcuffed 
him and put him in the squad." 


Sohmers said another youth, Nick Fi- 


ninis. told the police to leave Pontarelli 


alone. "They hit him with a club and 
then handcuffed him and threw him in 
the squad too." 


Sohmers said he asked the Des Plaines 


police what was going on and they an- 
swered they didn't know because it was 
"the county's show." 


THE EASTER Sunday disturbance was 


not the first time area youths gathered in 
the surrounding Forest Preserves and 
were then told to leave by Forest 
Rangers and police. 


A large group of youths gathered last 


year in the Deer Grove Forest Preserve 
just outside Palatine. They were denied 
a oermit to congregate because, they 
were told, the area could not handle 
large groups. 


On May 18, 1970, a crowd of about 200 


youths were disbursed by state and coun- 
ty police from where they had gathered 
in Deer Grove. There were no arrests 
made. 


According to Donald Peterson, superin- 


tendent of the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve in Des Plaines, there may be more 
problems this year with young people 
gathering in the Des Plaines forest pre- 
serve. "Because of the way the youth are 
today," he said, "and because the kids 
will have more spare time." 


Peterson said his rangers call in local 


police or the County Sheriff's police if 
there is any trouble in the forest pre- 
serves and assistance is needed. 


The tactical unit that was sent in on 


Easter Sunday to help the Rangers in the 
Northwestern Woods is sent out on "mis- 
sions" according to Sheriff's Police Chief 
Edmund Dobbs. 


THESE YOUNG PEOPLE gathered in Deer Grove 
Forest Preserves last year on a warm Sunday after- 
noon. The crowd of about 200 young people was 


disbursed by county and state police because they 
did not have a permit to gather. Another group of 
young people was disbursed Easter Sunday from 


the Northwestern Woods in Des Plaines by Cook 
County Sheriff's police. There were some reports 
of violence.

The education committee of the 


Maine Township High School Dist. 
207 board of education has acted 
wisely in recommending creation 
of a fact-finding committee on open 
campus proposals. 


According to the prudent sugges- 


,ions of the adminstration. the com- 
mittee, which would gather facts 
and advi.se the board on its deci- 
sion, would consist of parents, stu- 
d e n t s , teachers and adminis- 
trators. 


Among the adults would be par- 


ents of students attending the four 
Maine Schools, local businessmen, 
local law enforcement officers and 
parents of grade school students. 


Students and teachers from each 


school would be represented, as 
well 
as 
administrators 
of 
the 


Maine Township district, and offi- 
cials of the junior high schools 
which send student to Maine high 
schools. 


Board members at the recent 


committee meetings have recog- 
nized the district "serves many 


publics,' as Supt. Richard Short 
has stated. 


Many groups would be affected 


by further student freedom and re- 
sponsiblity for their own non-class 
time, as proposed in the open 
plan. Allowing students to leave 
campus plan. Allowing students to 
leave campus during their school 
day would affect local merchants 
and law enforcement officers, and 
the ability of parents to fulfill their 
responsibilities. 


The open campus proposals in- 


volve more than simply allowing 
students to go away from school 
for lunch. It is a basic change in 
the relationship of students to their 
schools.

Nixcn's federal revenue sharing pro- 
gram. 


"An alliance for partnership" with 


mayors, governors, and citizens, he 
caned it. 


Revenue sharing is a proposal in which 


the federal government would share its 
monies with state and local govern- 
ments. 


He said the federal government should 


do the "one thing" it does efficiently — 
collect taxes — and redistribute the 
monies to state and local governments. 


"We have SO laboratories in SO states," 


he said "Let them try different things." 


"Give us the power to have the money 


back and let's make the decisions right 
here as to what's best for us," he said. 


Percy spoke at the dedication of the 


Elk Grove Village Municipal Complex 
where he congratulated the suburb's 
president, Jack Pahl, chairman of the Il- 
linois Municipal League's revenue shar- 
ing committee, for spearheading 
the 


president's program iin the state. 


Percy said local governments have the 


manpower, ideas, and are closer to the 
people but that they have no funds be- 
cause the federal government has the in- 
come tax which takes money away from 
them. 


"They (local governments) are left 


with the property tax and sales tax," he 
said. 


"We ought to take off the sales tax on 


food and drugs." he asserted, adding 
that property taxes have reached the 
limit. 


Sales and property taxes "increase 5 


per cent in gross revenue but local ser- 


vice needs increase 15 to 20 per cent ev- 
ery year," he said. 


He said the federal government should 


rebate to cities and states the monies it 
collects from income taxes. 


Percy said $16 billion has been prom- 


ised in the first year of the revenue shar- 
ing program "because the president has 
faith in local government. However, rev- 
enue sharing has not been approved by 
Congress. 


"Let's have faith in local govern- 


ment," he said. "Let's have faith we 
don't have to do everything on a national 
basis." 


Percy said revenue sharing is one of 


two reforms the Nixon administration 
plans in its reorganization of the federal 
government. The other is to consolidate 
federal departments, reducing them to 


four: community development, human 
resources, natural resources, and eco- 
nomic activity. 


"We can save $5 billion in costs by 


those changes alone," he said, adding 
that the President has asked him to be 
the principal sponsor of the reorganiza- 
tion legislation. 


Percy indicated that both the reorgani- 


zation of departments and revenue shar- 
ing would eliminate much of the bureau- 
cratic delays that confront state and lo- 
cal governments in seeking help from the 
federal government." 


"We load our people down with forms 


to fill out and we procrastinate and de- 
lay," he said of the federal government. 
"By the time a dollar goes from here to 
Washington and comes back you're lucky 
if you get a couple of pennies back. The 
layer of overhead has eaten it all up."

Constitution Section Rulins Needed 


Eighty-nine of 200 sections in the new 


Illinois Constitution will require legisla- 
tive implementation prior to July 1, the 
date the new Constitution goes into ef- 
fect. 


The 89 sections were identified by a 


special task force appointed by Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie to study legislative 
needs prior to the implementation date. 


Several delegates at the Constitution 


Convention were on the committee, in- 
cluding John G. Woods, former mayor of 
Arlington Heights and a member of Con- 
Con's local government committee. 


The task force submitted a preliminary 


report to the legislature late last week 
and made detailed recommendations for 
legislation needed before July 1. 


THE 89 SECTIONS needing legislative 


action are crucial ones, the task force 
said. Other legislation will be needed fol- 
lowing the implementation date. 


The committee's report said the most 


complex legislative action would be 
needed on the local government article of 
the new Constitution. 


Other sections, particularly the bill of 


rights section create or reaffirm rights 
of citizens and go into effect automatical- 
ly on Jury 1, the report said. 


"The report identifies those areas 


where action is needed before July 1, and 
also indicates where existing laws should 
be amended or repealed and where new 
ones are needed," said Samuel K. Gove, 
University of Illinois professor and chair- 
man of the committee. 


GOVE SAID THE next phase of the 


task force's assignment will be to review 
legislation, now pending in the General 
Assembly, to determine whether the bills 
achieve the intent of the new Constitution 
and to ensure that action is taken prior 
to July 1. 


The report showed that the judicial and 


legislative articles of the new Con- 
stitution will require the most by the leg- 
islature, while the most complex task 
will involve the local government article. 


"Concepts are established in this ar- 


ticle with which we have had no previous 
experience," said John D. Wenum, staff 
director of the committee. "At least 30 
basic, new bills will also be needed to 
revise present statutes."

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Teaching In The Silent World — A Unique Challenge

Why should a child be deaf and dumb? 


Why should a child grow up to be deaf 
•nd dumb? 


In Illinois a deaf child must be edu- 


cated by the state from the time he is 
three years old to the age of 21 years. 
Yet. 
studies have shown the average 


deaf adult has the knowledge equivalent 
to a fourth or fifth grade education level. 


This education problem has been at- 


tributed to various factors by education 
experts. But the biggest controversy con- 
cerning the education of the deaf is that 
of oral communication versus total com- 
munication. 


"The oral approach," explained Dr. 


Patricia Scherer. director of North- 
western 
University's department 
for 


Education of the Hearing Impaired, "has 
no symbols The child is taught to under- 
stand language through lip reading and 
taught 
to 
express 
himself 
through 


speech 


"THE 
TOTAL APPROACH." she con- 


tinued, "combines the best of all systems 
used to teach deiif children. The child lip 
reads and when he speaks he adds the 
visual clue of signed English — he uses 
signs and he fingerspells." 


Most schools throughout the country, 


and specifically most schools in Illinois 
and the Northwest suburbs, use the oral 
approach to tench the hearing impaired. 


"The oral approach is what we've sold 


parents on," said Robert Van Dyke, who 
started the total approach for hearing 
impaired 
children in Lake County. 


"We've let them think that if a child 
speaks and lip reads that will make him 
'normal.' " 


When a child fingerspells then people 


can see that the child is 'different.' " 
"But 
our basic contention is that so 


much time is spent teaching kids to 
speak there's no time for functional edu- 
cation." Van Dyke said. 


According to Dr. Scherer, the con- 


troversy of oral versus manual methods 
of education has been going on for 200 
years. "Right now the people who are 
most volatile on both sides of the ques- 


tion live in the Northwest suburbs. A lot 
of it has to do with what kind of schools 
they want for their children." 


DR. JOHN WHITEMAN, head of the 


Northwest Suburban Special Educaticn 
Organization (NSSEO) which includes 
Palatine, Wheeling, Elk Grove and 
Schaumburg townships, said the total ap- 
proach will be introduced in the fall for 
the first time in this area. 


"Over the past 10 years," he said, 


"there has been a change in programs 
for deaf children from the strictly oral 
approach to the total communication ap- 
proach. NSSEO is part of a larger coop- 
erative in serving these children so it has 
taken time to move toward the use of 
both approaches. 


"Total approach will be introduced in 


the fall for those children recommended 
for the program. The recommendations 
come ffrom teachers and evaluations 
through speech and hearing clinics. Par- 
ents are also involved in the decision," 
Whiteman said. 


He noted that NSSEO works with 


Maine and Nites townships and that in 
the three co-ops there are 160 hearing 
impaired children. None of the classes 
for these children uses sign language or 
fingerspelling while they are in the pre- 
school and primary grades. There is 
manual communication used at the high 
school level. 


WHITEMAN 
ADDED that not all 


classes in the fall will be in total commu- 
nication because "many parents do not 
want it." 


Docs total communication, in fact, help 


a deaf child raise his education level? 
"Most studies prove a child who uses to- 
tal is one year better than other aca- 
demically," Dr. Scherer explained. 


But. she added, there has been no con- 


trol group studied so the test results 
can't actually be proven. 


An Illinois Comprehensive Plan for 


Hearing Impaired Children was recently 
released. This plan calls for dividing the 
state into regions. The north-northwest 
region would include Maine Township, 
Niles Township, Evanston, North subur- 


ban and northwest suburban schools and 
Lake and McHenry counties. 


A school or schools would be set up to 


accommodate the hearing impaired chil- 
dren from the areas. In the Northwest 
area the regional plan would have a 
child taught orally in his early yean un- 
less he needs something else (i.e. 
signs.) After the child acquires some 
language input he would be taught in the 
total method. 


The plan has been approved by the 


State and Michael Bakalis, new state su- 
perintendent of public instruction, has 
looked favorably upon the concept. 


"There is a group of Northwest subur- 


ban parents," Dr. Scherer said, "who 
are against the plan and they wrote a 
minority report asking for one school fa- 
cility for only total communication. The 
arguments will now ensue," she added. 


One of the members of the dissident 


group of Northwest suburban parents op- 
posed to any oral education is Bill Car- 
roll of Palatine. He doesn't believe the 
oral system is a valid educational meth- 
od. 


"The purpose of education," Carroll 


said, -"is knowledge in all areas — a 
growth of mind, personality and ex- 
pression — not just disjointed words, 
which are time consuming to learn, and 
in most cases have very little education- 
al value other than the child's awareness 
of having spoken a word. 


"I feel the search for speech should 


definitely continue," Carroll said, "how- 
ever, with sign language and finger- 
spelling as a positive method of inter- 
action with understanding between par- 
ent and or teacher, the child's words will 
be much more meaningful and relative, 
and therefore of better educational val- 
ue." 


According to Dr. Scherer, whose de- 


partment sees at least 90 per cent of the 
hearing impaired and deaf children in 
this area before they start school, total 
communication for deaf children may 
very well provide a firmer language 
base for future learning and develop- 
ment.

The classrooms are equipped with spe- 


cial wire that loops the room. The teach- 
er wears a microphone and the students 
have hearing aids in their pockets. 


She talks through the microphone and 


they pick up the sound which is trans- 
mitted to their hearing aids by the loop. 
They also watch the teacher's lips very 
closely, as she speaks. 


Three classes for the hearing impaired 


at Dempster Junior High in Mount Pros- 
pect, Ridge School in Elk Grove Villge 
and John Hersey High School in Arling- 
ton Heights are so equipped. In observa- 
tion and discussion with deaf students 
and teachers, here is what it is like in 
these classrooms. 


The five students at Dempster Junior 


High read aloud. They speak aH new 
words before they work on learning their 
meanings because they will use the new 
words orally. 


THEY PICK UP sounds through the 


loop system and they lip read. The stu- 
dents said they know how to fingerspell 
and use sign language but they prefer to 
talk. 


Seven children in a primary grade 


class at Ridge School are five and six- 
years-old. They ire taught not to use any 
signs and they communicate orally. 


None of the children spoke any words 


except when their teacher went through 
a speech lesson with two pupils. 


Next year some of the students will go 


into a sign class while the others remain 
in a class taught only in the oral method. 


There are 12 hearing impaired students 


at Hersey High and they have all been 
taught via the oral method of commu- 
nication. It is only since they entered 
high school that they have been exposed 
to the manual method which is used 
along with oral. 


MOST OF THE students agreed they 


preferred 
using 
only oral 
commu- 


nication. They did say they found the use 
of manual communication quite helpful 
in their regular subjects like history. 
English and math. 


They said, they preferred to commu- 


nicate with both their deaf and hearing 
friends, orally. 


Their teachers, Mary Jane Jayne and 


Louise Wilson said that the students had 
to adjust themselves to the use of man- 
ual communication because of their con- 
stant use of oral communication only. 


The teachers at both Dempster Junior 


High and Ridge School were both 
schooled in the oral method and feel it is 
the best method in teaching hearing im- 
paired children. 


The teachers at Hersey High agreed 


that the use of any type of commu- 
nication which would help their students 
communicate effectively is and would be 


used by them in the classroom.

Election Date 
Consolidation 
Bill Is Filed 


Legislation which would consolidate 


election dates in Illinois has been in- 
troduced in the Illinois General Assem- 
b 1 y by S e n . John A. Graham, 
R-Barrington, chairman of the state's 
Election Laws Study Commission. 


Graham said the legislation is part of a 


package of bills designed to implement 
the recommendations of the study com- 
mission. 


The proposal would set two dates each 


year for all elections to be held, one in 
the spring and one in the fall. 


Municipal, school and park elections, 


which have been scattered over several 
dates in the past month, would all be 
held on the third Tuesday of April each 
year, Graham said. 


Graham predicted a "volatile and emo- 


tional response" to the proposals and 
said the commission is willing to listen to 
alternate proposals for the purpose of 
amending the legislation.

Impressionist Master 


Cezanne At Art Institute 


An exhibit of works by one of the great 


French masters of the Impressionist pe- 
riod. Paul Cezanna (1839-1906), opened 
Saturday in the Morton Wing of The Art 
Institute of Chicago. 


Representative works from all phases 


»f Cezanne's career have been brought 
together from public and private collec- 
tions in the United States and Europe. 


Included are several familiar paintings 


such as "The Card Players," "Self Por- 
trait" and "Boy in a Red Waistcoat." 


In speaking of the significance of the 


exhibition, Charles C. Cunningham, the 
Institute's Director, said, "The exhibition 
of paintings, watercolors and drawings 
by Paul Cezanne is one of the most im- 
portant exhibitions held by the Art In- 
stitute in many years. A whole gener- 
ation has passed since the exhibiton held 
here in 1952. 


"CEZANNE, WHO IS rightly called the 


father of modern paintings, made a tre-
